FRAU KOERWIN SAYS SHE SAW,

GLOVERSVILLE, N. Y., Dec. 29. 
—A flare, thought to have been

Then followed this message from 
Jack H. Brown: “All four safe. 
We are on a mountain somewhere 
between Albany and Utica. I don’t 
know just where, but we are north 
of our course. Everybody’s all 
right. Please tell our folks.” 

Static interrupted, but in a few 
minutes Brown went on: “We 
cracked up in a group of trees. We 
have built a fire so you can find 
us.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—The 
United States officially notified 
three great naval powers late today 
that Japan formally had given di- 
rect notice earlier in the day, 
through Ambassador Hirosi Saito, 
that it would not be bound by the 
5-5-3 Washington five-power naval 
limitations treaty after Dec 31, 1936. 
Secretary of State Hull's notice 
| went to Great Britain, France and 
Italy. 

Under the Washington treaty the 


earliest date on which the pact can 


'be scrapped is the one chosen by 
| Japan today, Dec. 31, 1936. Another 
| naval treaty, the London pact, auto- 
imatically ends on Dec. 31, 1936. 
| Thus there will be no international 
|agreement limiting navies after 
that date unless in the meantime a 
new treaty is signed. 
Hull on Equality Demand. 


Simultaneously with his notice of 
denunciation of the old_ treaty, 
however, Saito expressed hope for 


a new treaty which would provide 
equality for Japan but “a radical 
reduction” for all. 

Hull, pledging continued efforts 
to “promote peace through disarm- 
ament” by co-operating toward new 
naval limitation, nevertheless de- 
clared that “Experience teaches 
that conditions of peace or meas- 
ures of disarmament cannot be pro- 
moted by the doctrine that all na- 
tions, regardless of their varying 
and different defensive needs, shall 
have equality of armaments.” 


Japanese Naval Stand. 


An official statement of the Jap- 
anese Foreign Office 


new pact “should rest not upon a 
ratio principle, but on the formula 
of an agreed common upper limit 
for the armaments to be retained 
by each Power.” This upper limit 
should be fixed as low as possible, 
the spokesman said, adding that, in 
order to render it difficult for one 
Power to attack another but easy 
to defend itself, the “offensive arms 
should be totally abolished or dras- 
tically reduced, and the defensive 
arms adequately provided.” 

“In the light of these basic prin- 
ciples,” it was added, “it is impossi- 
ble for the Japanese Government 
to acquiesce in the continuation for 
a further term of the Washington 
treaty of naval limitation,. which 
not only permits the retention of 
the offensive arms, but admits dis- 
parity in naval strength through 
the adoption of a_ ratio system. 
Moreover, the allocation of an in- 
ferior ratio, so detrimental to our 
national prestige, is bound to re- 
main a source of permanent and 
profound discontent to our people.” 


Saito’s Press Statement on Japanese 
Policy. 

In a press statement, Saito said: 
“Although the Japanese Govern- 
ment has given notice, according to 
the terms of the Washington naval 
treaty, of its intention to terminate 
the agreement, it has done so with 
the sincere hope to have a substi- 
tute accord that will embody the 
proposals we have made. 

“One feature of these proposals 
has been given, in my opinion, un- 
due emphasis by critics. That is 
the claim for equality. We have 
also proposed a radical reduction 
in naval armament capable of ag- 
gression. 

“We are proposing the total aboli- 
tion of the big and expensive war- 
ships covered by the Washington 
treaty, i. e., capital ships and air- 
craft carriers. We are ready to go 
down to as far as thé half of our 
present naval strength. But too lit- 
tle has been said of this. 

“On both material and moral 
grounds, we earnestly desire a sub- 
stantial reduction that will free the 
nations of anxiety regarding the 
possibilities of war. We want the 
others to be free of any anxiety re- 
garding us, and we want to be free 
of any regarding them. 

“As Necessity Dictates.” 

“Tt is to be noted that our claim 
for equality or parity is a necessary 
prerequisite to such real reduction 
in the navies. Furthermore, our 
proposal is not to-have our navy 
the equal of that of the United

AMERICAN GIRL, 
JAILED BY NAZIS 
WAS SAAR VOTER 


Miss Elsa Sittell Reported 


to Have Said She Op- 
posed Territory’s Return 


to Germany. 


ARREST FOLLOWS 
REMARK IN VILLAGE 


Government Version of In- 
cident Is That She De- 
nounced Hitler After Cus- 
toms Clash. 


(Copyright, 1934, by the Associated Press.) 
WALDMOHR, Germany, Dec. 29. 
—Miss Elsa Sittell of New York, 
held in jail here for a week, was 
disclosed tonight as an American 
Saarlander en route to vote in the 
Jan. 13 plebiscite, her arrest fol- 
lowing upon her remark she was 
going to vote against the Saar ter- 
ritory’s return to Germany. 

The girl, held incommunicado in 
the. village’s one-room jail, was 
taken into custody by the town’s 
one policeman and was charged 
with making derogatory remarks 
about the Government and Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler. 

American Vice-Consul George 
Makinson, at Frankfort, arrived to- 
night at Zweibruecken en route to 


aid the American girl and was ex- | 


pected here tomorrow. 

Miss Sittell was born in the north- 
west part of the Saar territory near 
Merzig and came from Paris to 


| cast her ballot at the plebiscite. Al- 


though a naturalized American citi- 
zen, she was a qualified voter in 
the Saar plebiscite because she was 
a resident of that territory 17 years 
ago. 

Started “Talking Freely.” 

Soon after her arrival, the towns- 
people said; “she started talking 
rather freely.” Why Miss Sittell 
stopped in the frontier village was 
not explained unless the delay was 
to fulfill border formalities. 

There are only 20 houses in this 
village, which appears predominant- 
ly Nazi. Word of what she said, 
or what they understood her to 
have said, soon spread through the 
village to the ears of the only po- 
lice officer, who promptly locked 
up the girl. 
She has remained in the 
single small room in the tiny town 
hall. 

The village is so small there is 
no court here and th girl will have 
to be taken elsewhere if she is ar- 
raigned. Both officials and towns- 
people seemed afraid to talk about 
the arrest. When a reporter started 
ot talk to one official, his superior 
called him away and what the Nazi 
government intended to do with 
Miss Sittell could nct be ascertained. 

Earlier, officials said Miss Sittell 
was dancing merrily about in her 
cell, and they denied “atrocity” 
stories concerning her. “Her danc- 
ing around merrily in her cell,” 
they said, “is the best proof that 
she is being well-treated.” 

After the visit of the Vice-Consul, 
they added, ‘‘we will probably know 
better what disposition to make of 
the young lady.” 

Miss Sittell awaited him with 
equanimity, seeming to take the in- 
cident involving her as not devoid 
of its humorous side. 

One Version of Remarks. 

One version of the incident that 
led to Miss Sittell’s arrest is that 
she got in a clash with a customs’ 
inspector and thereupon denounced 
Hitler and the Nazis. 

“Miss Sittell,” the officer said, 
“seemed to resent the baggage in- 
spection procedure and_ started 
shouting at the officials who were 
handling her packed clothes. She 
burst forth: ‘Oh, your Hitler 
looks Jewish. He’s not Ger- 
man anyhow. His type is certainly 
not Teutonic, so what’s the idea of 
treating Jews so harshly?’ 

“She was reprimanded again, but 
she continued to slander Hitler, re- 
marking: ‘You can bet your life 
he’s no Gentile!’” 

Miss Sittell was born in 1909 of 
German parentage and _é speaks 
French and German fluently. 

She came to the United States 
after the war and got employment 
in New York. For a time she was 
employed in the law firm of which 
John W. Davis is a member. 


Elsa Sittell a Musician, no Menace 
to Nazis, Friend Says. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—Elsa Sit- 
tell is in too frail health to stand 
the rigors of prison confinement, 
her intimate friend, Zelda Roth, 
said today. Miss Roth is the daugh- 
ter of Herman Roth, New York at- 
torney. She described her friend 
as “a musician, not a politician. She 
doesn’t care two hoots about Hitler 
either way. She never took any 
interest in politics.” 

“Elsa is high-strung,” Miss Roth 
said. “She often breaks out impul- 
sively, saying things she doesn’t 
really mean. She is temperamental, 
but she certainly isn’t any menace 
to the Nazis.”

On Dec. 28 and 29 at Len- 
ingrad a session of the military 
collegium of the Supreme 
Court of the U. S. S. R. exam- 
ined the case of the accusation 
against Nicolaieff and others 
of organizing and committing 
the murder of Kiroff. The ses- 
sion established that from 
among former active  partici- 
pants of the Zinovieff anti- 
Soviet group a secret counter- 
revolutionary terrorists’ group 
was formed at Leningrad 
where they participated in the 
“Leningrad Center,’ consisting 
of Katilinoff, Shatsky, Rumi- 
antzeff, Manderstam, Misani- 
koff, Levin, Sosnitsky and Nic- 
oliaeff. 

The underground counter- 
revolutionary work of this 
group became active in 1933- 
34. Having lost all hope of 


support by the masses, this 
group started methods of ter- 
roristic struggle, having the 
view by way of terroristic acts, 
directed against the leaders in 
Soviet power, to disorganize the 
leadership of the Soviet Gov-

The extra 
session found all of the accused, 
numbering 14 men, guilty of 
committing the crime mentioned 
in article 58-858 and 11 of the 
criminal code, and having in 
view a resolution of the Cen- 
tral Executive Committee of the 
U. S. S. R. on Dec. 1, sentenced 
the condemned to the supreme 
punishment by _ shooting and 
the confiscating of all their 
property. The verdict was ful- 
filled.

Pius more than $1,000,000 in gifts 
from their dioceses during 1934, the 
Quinquennial year when high 
American prelates were required to 
visit the Vatican to give an ac- 
counting of their work. 

Prelates here made this estimate 
based on the fact that during the 
year the Pope received three Ameri- 
can Cardinals, Mundelein, Chicago;

Most American bishops coming to 
Rome take up a collection in their 
dioceses before their departure, and 
give the Pope a substantial check, 
to be used in the administrative 
work of the church or for charity. 
Some bishops bring as high as $60,- 
000, while others bring only a few 
thousand dollars.

Pittsburg (Kan.) Lawyer Had 
Expressed Fear That Life 
Was in Danger.

PITTSBURG, Kan., Dec. 29.— 
Louis Zickgraf, 5l-year-old lawyer, 
was found dead, shot through the 
heart, on the front porch of his 
country home last night. The porch 
light was burning, and open on a 
table near the body was a detective 
magazine. The lawyer apparently 
had been reading “Murder on the 
Limited” when called to the door 
and killed. 

Earl Kelley, brother of the sec- 
ond of Zickgraf’s three wives, told 
police the lawyer had mentioned 
to him recently a fear of violent 
death, but had not given any rea- 
son for feeling in danger. 

“Zickgraf apparently was quite a 
lady’s man,” said Sheriff P. N. Rob- 
inson after reading the lawyer's 
correspondence. “However, we have 
no evidence to link anyone men- 
tioned in the letters.” 

A robbery theory was rejected. 
Records indicated Zickgraf had 
been in poor financial circum- 
stances recently. 

Zickgraf had engaged in both So- 
cialist and Republican politics. He 
was a Lieutenant of the 130th Field 
Artillery in the World War. 

Officers though the fact that the 
bullet ranged downward indicated 
it was fired by a tall person. The 
body was found by Fred _ Born- 
hauser, a tenant on Zickgraf’s farm 
who said his curiosity was aroused 
by the porch light. 

Zickgraf was twice divorced. Last

MOSCOW, Dec... 29.—Fourteen 
asserted anti-Stalin terrorists, con- 
victed of plotting and carrying out 
the assassination of Sergei Kiroff, 
powerful Communist, December 1, 
were executed today by a Lenin- 
grad firing squad. 

Leonid Nicolaieff, who, the 
Soviet said, had confessed firing 
the shot, and 13 associates were 
shot in the city where the murder 
was committed. The execution 
took place immediately after the 
military collegium of the supreme 
court found them guilty. 


The court announced in its offi- 
cial statement that Nicolaieff vis- 
ited an unidentified foreign consul 
at Leningrad, carried on negotia- 
tions with him regarding possible 
forms of assistance to the alleged 
terroristic coup, and _ received 
money. 

The court, sitting. secretly, took 
only two days to hear the evidence 
against the men charged with head- 
ing the Leningrad counter-revolu- 
tionary group that assertedly plot- 
ted to overturn by terrorism Joseph 
Stalin’s dictatorship. 

Stalin himself, secretary of the 
Communist party’s_ all-powerful 
Central Executive Committee, was 
marked for death, the confessions 
of the men as published by the 
Soviet said. 

Government Charges. 


The purpose of the group, the 
Government charged, was the over- 
turn of the proletariat dictatorship 
set up by Stalin’s group and the 
adoption of the Zinovieff-Trotsky 
platform which advocates the world 
Communist revolution. 

Death of Nicolaieff and his asso- 
ciates brought to 117 the toll ex 
acted by Soviet justice as the Mos 
cow Government, stirred to bitter 
outbursts by Kiroff’s murder, made 
good its threats to wreak venge- 
ance on his assassins. 

Hitherto 103 alleged White 
Guards, contra-revolutionists and 
terror suspects had been executed, 
So far as was revealed, however, 
none was directly implicated in the 
Leningrad crime. 

The immediate execution of the 
14 at L.ningrad was in line with 
the recently promulgated new laws 
for speedy punishment of terrorists, 


Denials of “Nonsense.” 

The Foreign Office termed re 
ports Zinovieff and Kameneff had 
been put to death “arrant non- 
sense,” and called “sheer nonsense” 
other reports that.

The letter was taken as a certain 
indication that the winter’s program 
would provide funds for those types 
of work. A broad expansion of pub- 
lic works, work relief and the Ci- 
vilian Conservation Corps have been 
regarded as certain. 

Suggested Legislation. 

The President's letter said revi- 
sion of procedure for municipal fi- 
nancing had been found essential. 
He suggested: 

Simplification of municipal fi- 
nancing of public works projects 
by speeding up referenda on bond 
issues and permitting the private 
sale of bonds to the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

Giving municipalities new powers 
for undertaking public works and 
issuing bonds. 

Creation of municipal improve- 
ment authorities with power to «#- 
gue bonds. 

Authorizing municipalities to en- 
gage in slum clearance and low cost 
housing. 

Providing for non-profit public 
benefit corporations to provide for 
rural electrification. 

Validation of ®onds heretofore I!s- 
sued for public works projects by 
municipalities. 

Co-ordination Proposal. 

Mr. Roosevelt is said to be con- 
sidering the creation of a central 
agency to correlate the Federal em- 
ployment programs.

States or Great Britain suddenly 
overnight. Japan wishes that a 
common maximum limit for navies 
will be agreed upon, and each Pow- 
er to retain the right to build up 
to it as the necessity of the situa- 
tion dictates. 

“The maintenance of excessive ar- 
maments is not only a heavy bur- 
den on all the peoples who support 
them but has the unfortunate ef- 
fect of creating suspicions of pur- 
pose and giving rise from time to 
time to alarms. There is enough dif- 
ficult work for each of the three 
great naval Powers to do in its own 
country and its own proper sphere 
of th world without contemplating 
the possibility of war with either 
of the cthers and preparing for so 
remote an eventuality. 

“Accord among them, therefore, 
ought to be attainable on a reason- 
able basis and happily there is plen- 
ty of time for an accord to be 
reached before our notification be- 
comes effective two years hence. 

“But even if no accord can be 
reached, I am not at all anxious 
over the consequences. The peo- 
ples concerned are all intelligent 
and their Governments are ration- 
al. No one wishes to engage in 
damaging naval building competi- 
tion. 

“Hopeful and Optimistic.” 

“There has never been a serious 
armed conflict between the United 
States and any cof the Far Eastern 
nations, and, as your Secretary of 
State and our Foreign Minister 
have agreed, there is no problem 
between the United States and Ja- 
pan that can not be settled by 
diplomatic means. 

“Having no conflict of interest 
that is not overwhelmingly  out- 
weighed by our mutually beneficia: 
relations, there is no logical reason 
for us to compete in armaments. 
Therefore, as I see it, an end of 
suspicions and a development of ac- 
cord is the part of wisdom as well 
as the duty of our nations. 

“It is gratifying and heartening 
to note that the Governments of 
this country and Japan are now en- 
deavoring to stop jingoes in botn 
countries from making irresponsi- 
ble and inflammatory utterances. It 
is time for all of us to ponder the 
situation seriously. 

“Bearing in mind the friendship 
and statesmanship which have suc- 
cessfully solved many questions be- 
tween our two countries in the 
past and the good sense and sports- 
manship of the two peoples, I am 
always hopeful and optimistic.” 


Statement by Hull on Japanese 
Demands. 


Secretary Hull's statement  fol- 

lows: “The American Government 
has today received the Japanese 
Government's notice of intention to 
terminate the Washington naval 
treaty. We, of course, realize that 
any nation has the right not to re- 
new a treaty; also that any move- 
ment toward disarmament to be 
successful must rest on agreements 
voluntarily entered into. 
“This notification is none the 
less a source of genuine regret to 
us, believing as we do that the ex- 
isting treaties have safeguarded the 
rights and promoted the collective 
interests of all of the signatories. 

“The recent conversations at 
London which have been carried on 
in a spirit of friendship and good 
will have revolved around the ques- 
tion whether a movement of inter- 
national co-operation and disarma- 
cent can rest on the principle of 
equality of armament rather than 
on the principle of equality of se- 
curity. 

Equality of National Security. 

“Each nation naturally desires— 
and we stand unalterably for that 
view—to be on a basis of absolute 
equality with other nations in the 
matter of national security. Expe- 
rience teaches that conditions of 
peace or measures of disarmament 
can not be promoted by the doc- 
trine that al) nations, regardless 
of their varying and different de- 
fensive needs, shall have equality 
of armaments. 

“What has been achieved up to 
the present time toward insuring 


conditions of peace ‘has been based 


Denounced by Japan 


on a community of objective, a com- 
munity of conception of the general 
interest, and a community of effort, 

“The treaties thus far concluded 
have involved no invasion of the 
sovereign rights of the participat- 
ing Governments and they have 
provided, with all proper respect 
for such sovereign rights, that the 
armaments of the participating na- 
tions be established by voluntary 
undertaking on a_ proportionate 
basis. 

“Notice of intention to terminate 
the Washington naval treaty does 
not mean that that treaty ceases to 
be in effect as of the date of noti- 
fication; the provisions of that 
treaty remain in force until the end 
of 1936. 

Two Years for Negotiation. 

“There consequently remains a 
period of two years within which 
the interested nations may consider 
the situation that would be created 
by the abandonment of the naval 
treaties; and the American Govern- 
ment is ready to enter upon nego- 
tiations whenever it appears that 
there is prospect of arrival ati a 
mutually satisfactory conclusion 
which would give further effect to 
the desire of the American Govern- 
ment and the American people— 
and, it is believed, that of the other 
Governments and peoples concerned 
—that the nations of the world 
shall not be burdened by avoidable 
or extravagant expenditures on 
armament. 


“The question presented, when 
the Washington treaties were nego- 
tiated, and which prompted each 
delegation to the signing and each 
country to the ratifying of those 
treaties, was that of promoting 
peace through disarmament and co- 
operative effort along certain de- 
fined lines.

France Expected to Present New 
Plan of Naval Limitation. 
By the Associated Press. ° 
PARIS, Dec. 29.—With the pres- 
entation at Washington today of 
Japan’s denunciation of the Wash- 
ington naval treaty, France’s own 


scheme for future naval limitation 
is expected shortly to be communi- 
cate to the other signatories to the 
defunct pact. 

France's naval tonnage today has 
a 50 per cent margin over that of 
Italy, excepting in capital ships, 
and French naval experts freely ad- 
mit they want to keep at least that 
margin. 

The French felt relieved when 
Japan announced her intention to 
dencunce the Washington treaty, 
since renewal of the treaty along 
its original lines would have met 
powerful opposition in Paris. 

The entire question of “parity” 
is distasteful to the French, who 
resent Italy’s being assigned an 
equal tonnage of battleships, thus 
recognizing a naval equality to 
which the French object. 


Court Stops Barber Price-Cutting.

CHICAGO, Dec. 29.—A court or- 
der was issued here today enjoining 
Chicago barbers from charging less 
than 25 cents for a shave and 50 
cents for a haircut, the level fixed 
by the Master Barbers’ Association.

KIROFF 30 YEARS 


A REVOLUTIONARY 
OR SOVIET LEADER 


Sergei Mironovich Kirov, as his 
name is spelled in the English- 
language daily and weekly Moscow 
News, was 48 years old, and had 
been for 30 years in revolutionary 
and Communist party activity. 

He was born in the city of Urz- 
hum, Province of Vyatka, and at- 
tended schools there, and the Kazan | 
Mechanical Technical College. He} 
went to Tomsk, and there became 
a member of the Social-Democratic 
organization. He took part in or- 
ganizing an armed demonstration 
in January, 1905, and in the follow- 
ing month he was arrested, with 
40 comrades, at an_ illegal party 
meeting. 

He was in prison “by administra- | 
tive order” for a few months, and) 
thereafter became a_ professional! 
revolutionary, giving all his energy 
to party work as a member of the 
Tomsk group of Bolsheviks. Later, 
the Moscow News says, he was “‘co- 
opted” into the Tomsk Committee 
of the Russian Social-Democratic 
Labor party, and was in charge of 


Imprisoned in Fortress. 


In 1906 the party organization di- 
rected him to go to Moscow and 
St. Petersburg, for the purpose of 
getting a printing press, but he 
was seized on the day of his de- 
parture, and was held in Tomsk 
prison nearly a year; then, after a 
short release, was rearrested and 
sentenced to three years’ imprison- 
ment in a fortress. 

After serving his sentence, he/| 
removed to Irkutsk, but having to 
flee, went to Vladikavkaz, in the 
Caucasus, where he served as. an 
illegal party worker. In 1915 he 
was arrested and transported to

LINDBERGH BABY 


Hauptmann Was Actu- 


ated by Hatred of U. S. 
Engendered in War. 


(Copyright, 1934.) 

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Dec. 29, — 
Hatred of the United States, based 
on the death of a close friend in 
a battle with Americans in the 
World War and on his own experi- 
ences as a German machine-gunner 
bombed by A. E. F. airplanes, led 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann to se- 
lect the son of Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh as his victim, the prose- 
cution will charge at his trial for 
the murder of the kidnaped child, 
which will begin here Wednesday. 

Psychiatrists, reviewing Haupt- 
mann’s history, are expected to tes- 
tify that this hatred, increased by 
the loss of several thousand dollars 
of his savings in the stock market 
crash of 1929, turned Hauptmann 
into an enemy of society, and set 
him to planning the crime against 
the aviator’s son. 

It had been generally thought 
Hauptmann was motivated only by 
a desire to make himself financially 
independent by collecting the ran- 
s0m, and the reason for selecting 
the Lindbergh baby had been ob- 
scure. 

The psyciatrists will testify, how- 
ever, that hatred and desire for re- 
venge were the dominating motives 
in the crime. They will also assert 
that Hauptmann was envious of 
Col. Lindbergh’s success, and set 
out to prove himself greater than 
Lindbergh. They will give as their 
opinion that the murder was pre- 
meditated.

LESS AT HOTELS 


Most of Larger Ones to 
Charge $6.10, Plus Cork- 
age for Those Who Bring 
Their Own Drinks. 


Hotels and night clubs are pre 
paring to entertain large crowds 
ac New Year’s eve parties to- 
morrow night, at prices ranging 
from the Park Plaza’s top of $7.10 
downward. At most of the large 
hotels the rate will be $6.10, and at 
night clubs from about $2 up. The 
Federal cabaret tax accounts for 
the odd dimes appearing on the 
price schedules. 

Preparing for the second cele- 
bration of the sort since repeal of 
prohibition, and mindful that 
pockets continue to bulge with 
bottles, despite repeal, the hotels 
have established a “corkage” to be 
assessed against those who bring 
their own bottles for the waiters 
to serve. The hotel men explain 
that they regard those who bring 
their own bottles in the same light 
as they would persons who brought 
their own food. For serving a 
pint bottle the charge will be $1, 
for quarts, $2. 

Strictly speaking, the new year 
should begin with a “dry” interval, 
since a city ordinance forbids the 
sale of liquor after midnight, but 
Excise Commissioner Scullin has 
allowed dealers an hour’s leeway, 
and has said that on New Year’s 
eve he will be “reasonable” about 
the matter. 

Some hotels, among them the 
Statler, Mayfair, Lennox, Mark 
Twain and Melbourne, will have 
no public parties, but rooms have 
been reserved for private parties, 
and their taprooms will be open. 

Other parties will be held at golf 
clubs, for members and their 
guests,

DEMAND FOR INQUIRY

Citing Recent Killings, Board 
of Trade Calls for Dismissal 
of Lax Officials.

MIAMI, Fia., Dec. 29.—Following 
the killing of an alleged gambler 
and a bar operator, the Greater 
Miami Board of Trade today asked 
for the dismissal of all city offictals 
and employes “who have failed to 
uphold law and order” and request- 
ed the City Commission to make 
prompt investigation of “laxity in 
law enforcement that permitted our 
city to become a stronghold of mur- 
derous alien gangsters and organ- 
ized crime.” 

The Rev. Glann C. James, presi- 
dent of the Greater Miami Minis- 
terial Association, said a demand 
for a sweeping investtgation of 
gambling and other vice conditions 
in the county would be made by the 
organization at a meeting Jan. 7. 

Authorities apparently have made 
no progress in efforts to identify 
and capture the killers of George 
(Skeets) Downs, alleged gambler, 
and Leo Bornstein, bar operator. 

The body of Downs, with six bul- 
let wounds, was found on a lonely 
road north of here Wednesday 
night. Bornstein recently was shot 
down as he left his apartment to 
answer a telephone in the building. 

Police expressed the belief they 
were killed in a campaign of the 
Miami underworld to resist efforts 
of Chicago gangsters to invade this 
fashionable resort area.

HEARS OF REPUTED 
FASUIST PLOT IN U. 9. 


House Committee Also Told 
That Communists Planned to 
Kidnap President. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—A re- 
puted Communist plot to “kidnap 
the President and a Fascist scheme 
to set up a dictatorship” were made 
public today by the House commit- 
tee whick has been investigating 
un-American activities. 

Walter S. Steele, of Washington, 
appearing for the American coali- 
tion of patriotic, civil and paternal 
so¢ieties, said a Red plan was be- 
ing widely circulated in Communist 
circles to create civil war during 
a general strike; invade the White 
House; kidnap the President and 
his Cabinet; take over the Govern- 
ment and supersede it with a So- 
viet state. 

An Army Captain, Samuel Glazier 
of Baltimore, in charge of a Civil- 
ian Conservation Camp at Eldridge, 
Me., gave the committee the testi- 
mony concerning the dictatorship 
plan. 

Glazier said that Jackson Martin- 
dell, New York attorney, had dis- 
cussed with him formation of the 
“American vigilantes,” “half a mil- 
lion strong, and backed with $700,- 
000,000,” to turn out the adminis- 
tration and set up Martindell as 
dictator. Glazier testified in New 
York recently. His testimony was 
made public today before Steele ap- 
peared before the committee.

Bowl Game

PASADENA, Cal., Dec. 29.—Alabama and Stanford burned their 


football bridges behind them today 


with their grid conflict, the twen- 


tieth annual Rose tournament game, three days away. 


Potentially the most. closely 
matched elevens in recent years of 
the flower fiesta, the representa- 
tives of the West and South put 
the final touches on offense and de- 
fense this afternoon. 

Stanford will work twice more 
and the Crimson Tide once, but the 
fact remained that anything done 
on the practice field from now on 
can hardly turn the tide of victory 
one way or the other. 

It is a job for the psychologists 
now, and the weather man has 
promised to maintain a hands off 
policy. He promised clear, cool 
weather for the struggle. That will 


Even Money Likely. 

In spite of early talk setting 
Coach Frank Thomas’ unbeaten 
and untied team up as the favorite, 
it was considered likely that the 
standard bearers of the West, with- 
out defeat but tied once, would go 
into the struggle at even money. 

Coach Claude (Tiny) Thornhill 
sent his team through a snappy sig- 
nal drill today, continuing to put 
more stress on passes than on run- 
ning plays. The Southerners, ap- 
parently already at fine edge, 
worked less, but stressed the same 
point—aerial football. 

While the Indians were throwing 
the ball around Brookside Park 
promiscuously, the fact failed to 
cloud the issue. 

The Crimson Tide has preferred 
to flow over its opponets this year. 
With Dixie Howell, halfback, doing 
most of the pitching, the "Bama 
boys completed 57 of 116 passes at- 
tempted against nine opponents; al- 


Stanford, with a great running at- 
tack built around Bobby Grayson, 
attempted only 86 tosses in 10 
games, and completed less than a 
third of these. 

But the Indians didn’t need 
passes, with the hard-driving, elu- 
sive 187-pound fullback averaging 
4.5 for every one of his 150 trips 
with the ball. And Bones Hamilton, 
a great blocker who slants well off 
reverses, set up a remarkable 3.3 
average for 146 trips. Between 
them they picked up 1240 yards, 

Teams Closely Matched. 

The statistics disclose convincing- 
ly how Gosely matched are the two 
teams. In nine games Alabama 
amassed 3236 yards and 124 first 
downs. Stanford collected 2630 
yards, but 136 first downs against 
10 opponents. 

Their defensive strength com- 
pares equally well. Coach Thomas’ 
squad allowed five touchdowns, but 
only 1035 yards and 53 first downs. 
Stanford permitted only two touch- 
downs.

ISSOURI’S 1934 hunting season on all game excepting furbearers 
closes with the setting of the sun Dec. 31. Fur bearers, includ- 


ing the racoon and opossom, may be taken until January 15, 


after which only game in season will be rabbits. 
The season will have ended with because of lack of vegetation, silt 


a varied set of opinions from hunt- 
ers regarding quail and other game 
conditions. It is generally agreed 
that the duck shooting has been 
poor but in some sections quail and 
rabbits have been reasonably plenti- 
ful. 

One of the best proofs of good 
shooting has come from Gentry 
County, where Dr. H. J. Dunshee 
and Richard Kyger of Stanberry do 
their hunting. These two men say 
they haven't had anything to com- 
plain about, and point out that in 
addition to turkey they had quail 
for Christmas dinner. The two each 
bagged their limit Christmas morn- 
ing and were back home in time 
for their big yuletide meal. They 
found six good-sized coveys in that 
one morning’s hunting. 


The Quail Situation. 


W. O. Nagel, wild life technician 
for the Missouri Game and Fish 
Department and the National Park 
Service, who is conducting a quail 


‘survey'in Missouri, has the follow- 
‘ing to say this week about the quail 
| situation: 


“Quail, like almost all other wild 


| life species, are greatly affected by 
ithe vagaries of weather. The past 
/}summer and fall have furnished us 
with a splendid example of the ef-. 
fect of the weather on the bobwhite 
quail population. By this time there | 
is little doubt among sportsmen | 
‘that the severe heat and extreme 
‘dryness of the past summer made | 
considerable inroads on the num-, 
ber of quail. 

“Lack of water, extreme heat, | 
predation and migration all seem 
to have some effect on the adult 
population. In view of these facts 
the wet fall and impassible roads in | 
some sections has been of benefit 
to the quail. The season's quail kill 
has been far below normal—far be- | 
low what it would have been had 
good roads and weather prevailed. 
It is safe to say that there will be 
a residue of not much less than 
normal at the end of the present 
hunting season. It is not safe to 
say, however, that we will have a 
good breeding population left next | 
Spring. Small coveys of quail do| 
not stand the cold as well as larger | 
ones. There is all too little food | 
and much of it is of inferior qual-| 
ity. We'll have to watch the birds, 
closely and feed them when neces- 
sary to insure the next crop.” 


Stocking the Forests. 


L. S. Bean, National Forest Su- | 
pervisor in Missouri, attgnding a 
“meeting of the Missouri State Plan- 
ning Board, said: 


“Contrary to the common belief, 


it is impossible at the present time | 
to stock our national forest area 
/with deer, turkey, quail and other 
forms of wild life because of lack 
of food. Erosion and fires have en- 
tirely depleted the food supply for 
game and a carefully prepared plan 
will be necessary to prevent ero- 
sion, prevent timber being burned 
off and establish grazing grounds 
of sufficient size to produce ample 
food during the entire year. 


“An offer of a large herd of deer 


to be placed in the national forests | 
of this State was recently refused | 
by the United States Forest Service | 
| because there was not sufficient | 
food in the forest area to keep) 
‘them there. <A flock of 550 wild 
| turkeys, instead of being turned 
_loose in the forest area as intend- 
-ed, are being herded and fed corn. 
to prevent them from starv-| 
ing or wandering away to adjacent | 
farms. 


“The fact that forest fires and 


soil erosion materially reduce our | 
supply of fish in the Ozark streams | 
‘is also pointed out. The humus, 
which contains insect and other) 
valuable food for fish, is burned | 
off intentionally and through care- 
lessness, leaving no food to wash. 
into the streams during a rain. Also,

A WEIRD CONSPIRACY. 

The murder of Sergei Kiroff was part of a plot to 
kill Stalin and other Russian leaders and supplant 
them with members of the Trotzky-Zinovieff faction, 
after “intervention of capitalistic Powers,” the Soviet 
Government now charges. Already, 117 persons have 
been executed—Nicolaieff, the assassin, 13 of his 
alleged fellow conspirators and 103 White Guards, 
said to have entered Russia with arms and bombs 
to practice terrorism. 

If the charges as now outlined are verified, this 
will go down in history as the most amazing con- 
spiracy of the twentieth century, or perhaps of any 
century. For a picture is presented of an alliance 
between the extreme right (the last Romanoff sup- 
porters and the capitalistic Powers) and a section of 
the extreme left (Trotzky’s followers, who preach im- 
mediate world-wide revolution). 

The Soviet Government has been granted recogni- 

tion and given a place in the concert of nations large- 
ly because of Stalin’s modified practices and his be- 
lief that the Soviets should concentrate on develop- 
ment of Socialism in Russia alone. That other Pow- 
ers should now seek Stalin’s overthrow and conspire 
with a faction committed to world-wide revolutionary 
effort, that one foreign consul in Russia should con- 
tribute funds to this end, as Nicolaieff is said to 
have confessed, simply surpasses belief. On the basis 
of present Moscow statements, it is almost as if 
Washington announced a conspiracy between ex-Presi- 
dent Hoover and William Z. Foster, with the aid of 
foreign Powers, to overthrow the Roosevelt admin- 
istration, 
a Another strain is put upon credulity by the charge 
‘St an alliance between surviving victims of the Rus- 
sian revolution and exiled Communist leaders who 
were among their chief prosecutors. Yet official 
Soviet announcements, as issued thus far, link the 
two groups, and present that picture.

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A People’s Heroism 
THE FORTY DAYS OF MUSA DAGH. By 
Franz Werfel. (The Viking Press. New 


York City.) 
M atrocities in Armenia. during the 

World War, the massacres and, what 
was even more terrible, the driving of thou- 
sands across the Euphrates eastward into 
the desert, where large numbers died of 
hunger and pestilence. 

Tragedy reveals the greatness of the hu- 
man spirit as peace and ease can never do; 
and during the summer of 1915 there oc- 
curred, as a result of the persecution of 
the Armenians, one of the truly great ex- 
amples of mass heroism, when the inhabi- 
tants of seven villages, numbering about 
5000 men, women and children, fled to the 
mountain, Musa Dagh, and, with pitifully 
insufficient supplies, managed to fight off 
the Turkish regulars during the last days 
of July and the whole month of August. It 
is this story that Franz Werfel tells in the 
present novel. 

The tale as told by Werfel centers about 
the leader, Gabriel Bagardian, son of a 
wealthy old Armenian family, his Parisian 
wife, Juliette, and their young son, Stephan. 
After 23 years spent in Europe, Gabriel has 
returned with his wife to live among his 
people. Having served as an officer in the 
Balkan War, he is a. Turkish reserve offi- 
cer when war is declared, and assumes that 
he will be called into service at once. 

But the powers in authority have other 
plans for Armenians, and when the depor- 
tations begin, Gabriel at last sloughs off 
the European veneer that has made him 
half a stranger among his people, assumes 
leadership over a group of seven villages 
and organizes the population for defense, less 
with the hope of survival than with the de- 
sire that death May come without degrada- 
tion. 

The mountain of Musa Dagh rises sheer 
above the Mediterranean Sea, directly west 
of Antioch. During the first days of Sep- 
tember, the besieged Armenians, in the very 
moment of their final despair, were relieved 
by warships of the Allies. 

Werfel paints the heroic picture on a 
large canvas, introducing many characters 
and describing the defense and the inti- 
mate life of the people with a great wealth 
of detail that often makes the story read 
like the factual record of a participant. 

The erotic element, apparently indispensa- 
ble just now, is furnished by the dissatisfied 
Parisian wife in an affair with an Amer- 
ican journalist who has thrown in his lot 
with the Armenians and makes the most of 
his opportunities while the husband, Gabriel, 
is absorbed in his heroic duties. However, 
the latter is platonically consoled by the love 
of an Armenian peasant girl. 

To one reader, at least, Juliette seems an 
impertinence. No doubt she is real enough: 
and of course such things happen: but it 
does seem that the cardiacal titillations of 
a light female could have been overlooked 
without prejudice to the high truth about 
Musa Dagh. 

Furthermore, if Juliette’s yellow streak 
must be accepted as a possible specific fact, 
it is nevertheless overwhelmingly the gen- 
eral truth that under such conditions even 
dissatisfied wives will fight like wildcats for 


ANY will still remember the Turkish 


their men, especially if they have children. 
They fall back upon the primitive loyalties 
more readily than do their brothers, and 
they do it with a headlong fury that makes 
the average male seem tame. 

It is because of this undeniable truth 
about women that one reader was inclined 
to resent the quite arbitrary introduction of 
Juliette. Wasn't the story great enough to 
justify the omission of that sort of thing 
for once? One does, after years, become 
very. sick of it. 

But if Juliette is an impertinence, the au- 
thor makes full amends at the end. Gabriel, 
weary unto death, while watching from a 
great height the embarking of his people 
on the warships of the Allies, falls asleep, 
to waken hours later and find himself de- 
serted on the mountain. Not even the Ar- 
menian girl is there to comfort him. In- 
deed, he needs no comfort, having not the 
slightest desire to be saved. Going to the 
grave of his boy, Stephan, who had respond- 
ed nobly to the heroic race-mood and “risen 
unto silence,” Gabriel no longer wants any- 
thing of this world. There the Turks slay 
him. 

So mavbe, after all, the introduction of 
Juliette is not wholly an impertinence, since 
she may serve as a means of emphasis for 
something Gabriel knew, and that most of 
our contemporary novelists do not seem to 
know. Quiller-Couch had it in mind when 
he wrote: 

Seek other spur, nobly to stir 
The dust of this loud world 

There is greatness in the book, and not 
only because the theme itself is great. Some 
of it grows out of Werfel’s spirit. There 
are many sentences and passages that re- 
veal insight and the beauty that always 
comes with seeing in the higher sense, 

If, on the other hand, there is consid- 
erable evidence of too rapid writing, the 
same can be said of practically all the bulky 
novels that are now appearing.

LORD OXFORD WAS SHAKESPEARE. By 
Lieutenant-Colonel Montagu W. Douglas. 
(Rich & Cowan, Ltd., London.) 


INCE J. T. Looney’s “ ‘Shakespeare’ Iden- 
cee” appeared 14 vears ago, the Baco- 
nians seem to have subsided. At least lit- 
tle is heard of them, while the Oxfordians 
seem to be flourishing. Looney’s book was 
written to prove that Edward de Vere, sev- 
enteenth Earl of Oxford, was the author 
of the poems and plays long attributed to 
a Stratford “rustic.” 

Two years after the appearance of the 
volume, a Shakespeare Fellowship was or- 
ganized in London, the purpose of which 
was to “unite all lovers of Shakespeare who 
are dissatisfied with the Stratfordian theory 
of authorship, and to support research 
work among the sixteenth century manu 
script sources in order to elucidate the prob- 
lem of authorship.” 

A score or more of works on the subject 
have been issued by members of the Fel- 
lowship, that here listed being the latest. 
Col. Douglas, the author of the present 
work, is president of the Fellowship and a 
confirmed Oxfordian, as his title indicates. 
Here he sums up the evidence for Edward 
de Vere, @nd to a layman his argument 
cannot but seem rather overwhelming. 
There are times when one longs to hear 
what the orthodox Stratfordians might say; 


but the Colonel asserts that not one of them 
has thus far ventured to lock horns with 
Looney—which certainly looks bad for the 
old orthodoxy! 

In any case, we maybe sure that the 
burning question matters not at all to 
either Ed or Will, who, by any cosmic th: 
ory, Must now be well beyond caring about 
the gratitude or admiration of men. It is 
further comforting to note the pitiful plight 
of Homer, whose authorship of certain 
perishable epics has become so doubtful a 
to lead even a high-school pupil to rema:

Will Study Living Conditions in Tex- 
tile Areas for Administration 
in Washington.

'VANDENBERG TO INVESTIGATE 


Seeks to Learn if Quota System Is 
Being Used to Manipulate 
Market. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—A per- 
sonal investigation of the sugar 
quota system as a possible agency 
for manipulating the market was 
promised today by Senator Vanden- 
berg (Rep.), Michigan. . Vanden- 
berg, who represents a beet sugar 
state, denied having any definite 
knowledge of a reported technical 
corner in the sugar market, but 
added: “I am certainly going to 
find out.” 

Vandenberg expressed opposition 
to the quota system as applied to 
domestic production although he 
approved limitation of imports of 
sugar from insular possessions as 
well as Cuba. Such a limitation was 
provided in the Jones-Costigan bill 
enacted last session. 

Meanwhile, Senator Costigan 
(Dem.), Colorado, co-author of the 
quota law, said he had discussed 
the matter with “two or three” 
of the Senators from Western beet 
sugar states. Although he had no 
plan to ask an inquiry, Costigan 


said, “someone may propose it.”

such a level as will enable agri- 
culture and industry once more to 
give work to the unemployed ,.. It 
has been gradually to restore a bal- 
ance in the price structure so that 
farmers may exchange their prod- 
ucts for the products of industry on 
a fairer exchange basis. ... 

“Obviously, and because hundreds 
of different kinds of crops and in- 
dustrial occupations in the huge ter- 
ritory that makes up this nation are 
involved, we cannot reach the goal 
in only a few months. We may take 
one year or two years or three 
years.” 


Test With “Rubber Dollar.” 

The first method used by the Ad- 
ministration in its attempt to raise 
commodity prices was the compen- 
sated or “rubber dollar” advocated 
by Dr. George F. Warren, professor 
of agricultural economics and farm 
management at Cornell University. 
Warren’s theory was that a reduc- 
tion of the gold content of the dol- 
lar would automatically bring a 
proportionate increase in the selling 
price of commodities. He argued 
that if the gold content were re- 
duced one-half, the price of com- 
modities would be doubled, farmers 
could pay their debts with the de- 
preciated dollars and thus save the 
banks; they would buy more indus- 
trial goods and thus increase em- 
ployment in the cities. 

It is not the intention in this ar- 
ticle to measure the success or fail- 
ure of any single new deal agency. 
The emergency groups, as noted in 
the accompanying table of expendi- 
tures, are an inextricable entoil- 
ment. Farm prices and wage rates 
have risen but in surveying the 
state of the Nation, Congress can 
only look to the index figures and 
wonder what agencies were respon- 
sible for what results. 


Figures on Progress. 

The following figures, taken from 
official sources, show the progress 
made since January, 1933. The 
March, 1933, figures were lower but 
in many instances were caused by 
the bank holiday. 

Federal Reserve Board statistics 
show that industrial production, us- 
ing the years 1923-25 as 100, in- 
creased from 64 in January, 1933, 
in October, 1934, the latest 
date for which figures are available 
at this writing. The lowest figure 
was 60 in March, 1933, and the high- 
est was 96 in July of the same year. 
The peak was caused by the in- 
crease of production by industries 
before they went under the NRA 
codes. ‘ 


The Saar- | 


Factory employment, according to 
'the same source, increased from 
|58.1 in January, 1933, to 78.6 in Oc- 
|tober this year. The low was 56.7 
‘in March, 1933, and the high, 82.4, 
in May this year. Factory payrolls 
‘increased from 39.2 in January, 
1933, to 60.7 in October, 1934. The 
low was 36.9 in March, 1933, and the 
'high, 67.3 in May, 1934. The aver- 
|age weekly wage of skilled and un- 
‘skilled labor in 25 industries, used 
‘as a sample by the Department of 
'Labor, increased from $18.79 in Jan- 
‘uary, 1933, to $20.03 in October, 
'1934. The lowest average weekly 
wage in these industries was $14.56 
‘in March, 1933, and the highest was 
-$21 in April, 1934. 

| Rise in Cost of Living. 

| The cost of living increased less 
‘than the average weekly wage, ac- 
cording to statistics of the National 


| Industrial Conference Board, as re- 
| ported in the Department of Com- 


to show a disparity of 25 per cent 
between what the farmer sells and 
what he buys, although the avowed 
objective of the administration has 
been to bring about a parity of 
farm and industrial prices. 

Part of the increase in the farm- 
er’s income has resulted from the 
so-called processing taxes. The ac- 
companying table shows that slight- 
ly more than $616,000,000 has been 
collected by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. The principal taxes are: 
Wheat, 30 cents a bushel; cotton, 
4.2 cents a pound; corn, 5 cents a 
bushel; hogs, $2.25 a hundredweight. 
The tax on tobacco ranges down 
from 6.1 cents a pound, 

The principal curtailment benefit 
payments to farmers, up to Dec. I, 
were as follows: On corn and hogs, 
$132,067,326; cotton, $242,905,957; 
wheat, $130,590,550 and tobacco, $17,- 
994,238. | 

In addition to these benefits, the 
Government through the Commoa- 
ity Credit Corporation underwrcte 
loans on cotton amounting to $160,- 
000,000, which virtually pegs cotton 
at 12 cents a pound. Another im- 
portant factor in the farm recov- 
ery was the drouth, which tock what 
would have been surplus commod- 
ities off the market and enabled 
the farmers to collect about $500,- 
000,000 from the Government mn 
drouth relief payments. 

The AAA brief, in its concluding 


'section, points out that “to a very 


large extent the level of farm in- 
come is determined by the level on 
other groups” and adds that “the 
course of income from meat ani- 
mals, dairy and poultry products 
and fruits and vegetables has paral- 
leled the course of incomes of do- 
mestic consumers, and this basic 
relationship is likely to be the con- 
trolling factor in the gross returns 
to producers of these products in 
the future.” 


NRA Waiting to Learn Its Fate. 

This brings up the _ industrial 
counterpart of the AAA, the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Admin- 
istration, about which the President 
said: 

“History probably will record the 
National Industrial Recovery Act as 
the most important and far-reacn- 
ing legislation ever enacted by the 
American Congress. It represents 
a supreme effort to. stabilize for 
all time the many factors which 
make for the prosperity of the na- 
tion, and the preservation of Amert- 
can standards. 


“Its goal is the assurance of a 
reasonable profit to industry and 
living wages fcr labor with the 
elimination of the piratical meth- 
ods and practices which have not 
only harassed honest business burt 
also contributed to the ills of ta- 
bor.” 

The NRA is now marking time, 
awaiting to see in what form Con- 
gress will continue it. It has abol- 
ished child labcr in most industries 
and decreased the daily and week- 
ly hours of labor, thereby spread- 
ing work to some extent. It has a}- 
SO in Many instances raised prices 
the consumers must pay and it has 
authorized, under “codes of fair 
competition,” combinations that had 
been illegal under the anti-trusy 
i laws. 

Varying Interpretations of 7-A. 

After 18 months of operation. the 
NRA still has a confusing problem 
in the interpretation of the famous 
Section 7-A. Business men and la- 
bor representatives each have their 
own views of this section which in 
terms purports to grant the right 


‘merce monthly survey of current 
'business. Using 1923 prices as an 
‘index of 100, the board found that

| shows agricultural prices rising—on 
/a 1909 to 1914 basis of 100—from 51 
‘in January, 1933, to 102 in October, 
/1934. The Warren theory definite- 
| ly has not held true in the Depart- 
‘ment of Labor’s index for’ the 
‘wholesale price of 784 commodities. 
'Here the index, based on 1926 as 
|100, rose only from 61 to 76.5. 
It should constantly be remem- 
'bered in comparing index figures 
‘that the bases are from 8 to 20 
years back and that in the so-called 
prosperous years of 1926 to 1929, 
most of the indexes were well over 
'100. While progress has been made 
from the low point of the depres- 
sion, the country has a long way to 
go, especially in employment and 
wages, if it is to catch up with the 
late twenties. 

Farm Cash Income Up a Billion. 


Farm cash income has been in- 
creased by more than a billion dol- 
lars during the last year. An in- 
teresting analysis of the agricultur- 
al situation is contained in the 
brief submitted by the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
in opposition to a rate imcrease 
asked by the railroads. This brief, 
written by L. H. Bean, economic ad- 
viser of the AAA, says: 

“The general level of farm prices, | 
due partly to the various recovery | 
measures and partly to the drouth, | 
has nearly doubled since the low) 
point of the spring of 1933. Part 
of the increase in gross returns was 
offset by a 26 per cent increase 
since March, 1933, in prices paid by 
farmers for goods and by a moder- 
ate advance in farm wages. 

“The 1934 farm cash income, it 
is estimated, will total about six bil- 
lion dollars, compared with $4,300,- 
000,000 in 1932 and about 10 billion 
dollars in the years before the de- 
pression. Farm cash income is 
thus about 40 per cent below the 
average of 1924-29, but taking into 
account the lower level of prices 
paid by farmers, the relative pur- 
chasing power of the 1934 income Is 
about 25 per cent lower than that 


of 1924-29.”

| Course, this “right” has already ex- 
isted in the United States, but the 
difficulty has been, according to 
labor, in exercising it. That situa- 
tion has not been greatly changed. 
Each group insists that recovery is 
being retarded because its particu- 
lar interpretation is not followed by 
the Government. Meanwhile. the 
various governmental and semi-gov- 
ernmental agencies involved, such 
as the code authorities, the National 
Labor Relations Board, the special 
labor review boards, the NRA Com- 
pliance Board and the Department 
of Justice have conflicting interpre- 
tations. Labor and industry are still 
fighting each other in various sec- 
tions of the country with strikes 
and lockouts in force and threat- 
ening. 

Problem of Monopolistic Practices. 

Likewise, business is still unde- 
cided how closely it can combine 
without running afoul of the anti- 
trust laws and the provision in the 
NIRA, sponsored by Senator Borah, 
that the NRA codes shall not per- 
mit monopolistic practices. The 
Federal Trade Commission has al- 
ready reported that the steel oper- 
ators under their code are engaging 
in monopolistic practices and simi- 
lar complaints have been made 
against the aluminum and lumber 
codes. 

The incoming Congress has two 
puzzling questions on its hands: 
What does Section 7-A mean, and 
how far can industries combine 
without engaging in a monopolistic 
practice? 

While it is surveying business 
conditions, Congress will have sev- 
eral other points to watch. The 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion has handled almost $6,500,000,- 
000, aiding banks, insurance compa- 
nies, railroads, states and munici- 
palities and acting as a channel for 
funds to other governmental agen- 
cies. 

The RFC authority to make new 
loans will expire Jan. 31, unless it Is 
extended by the next Congress. 
Through its loan to railroads, a 
gross of approximately $462,000,000 
and a net of about $370,000,000, its 
purchase of preferred stock in 
banks, and ‘its advances to insur 
ance companies, it has put the Gov- 
ernment in a position to influence, 
if not to dictate, the operation of 
many individual businesses. One of 
its latest actions was the taking of 
control of the Denver & Salt Lake 
(Moffat Line) Railroad to protect 
its loan of $10,763,000. 

Another agency designed to aid 
business is the Petroleum Admin- 
istration, created to stabilize the 


In other words, the statistics seem*oil industry by restricting produc- 


tion. The first efforts of this 
agency were met with floods of 
“hot” oil sold by a few producers 
in defiance cf the petroleum code. 
The question of the Government's 
authority to limit production in this 
highly competitive business is now 
up to the Supreme Court. What 
Copgress will do with this trouble- 
some problem depends on what the 
Supreme Court decides in the pend- 
ing oil cases. 
Problem of the Railroads. 

Almost as troublesome as the cil 
problem is the railroad _ situation. 
Because of their tremendous debt 
burdens, many of the great rail- 
road systems that were tottering 
onthe brink of bankruptcy were 
saved—at least temporarily—by 
loans from the RFC. Joseph B. 
Eastman of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission was appointed 
by the President as Federal Co- 
ordinator of Transportation to study 
the whole problem of rail, high- 
way, water and air transportation. 
The RFC loans obviously cannot be 
continued indefinitely and while the 
railroads showed signs of improve- 
ment during the first six months of 
1934, many are still in a precarious 
condition. Congress probably will 
have to decide early in the coming 
session whether the weak railroads 
shall be left to their fate, reorgant- 
zation with reduced debt burden 
through bankruptcy, which will cost 
the security holders millions of dol- 
lars, or whether further’ govern- 
mental money shall be forthcom- 
ing for them. 


Employment About at 1931 Level. 

Through the Public Works Ad- 
ministration, the Government is 
still trying to stimulate business 
and at the same time to relieve un- 
employment. Although the accom- 
panying table shows more than a 
billion and a half dollars still unex- 
pended, there will be attempts in 
Congress to enlarge these relief al- 
lotments. As an unemployment re- 
lief measure public works were 
Slow in getting started, although 
the President said, “One function of 
public works in an emergency is to 
provide a bridge by which people 
can pass from relief status to nor- 
mal self-support.” They were 
avowedly designed as “pump prim- 
ers” to stimulate trade and indus- 
try that would in turn create em- 
ployment. The unemployment fig- 
ures, as estimated by the American 
Federation of Labor—there are no 
Government figures on unemploy- 
ment  totals—are _ still hovering 
around the 10,000,000 mark. The 
Labor Department Bureau of Sta- 
tistics showed 86,000 fewer workers 
employed during November in man- 
ufacturing and non-manufacturing 
industries than in October.

Shrinkage of $3,915,000. 

At these levels, according to Isa- 
dor Lubin, Commissioner of Labor 
Statistics, the employment situation 
was about the same as in the sum- 
mer of 1931.

Foreign Trade and the Dollar. 

When members of the Seventy- 
fourth Congress turn their eyes to 
foreign trade they will see decided 
improvements in some lines over 
1933, but with the trade in general 
still far under the totals of the 
1920s. The Roosevelt administra- 
tion in its first attempts to stimu- 
late foreign trade, took over the ill- 
fated London World Economic Con- 
ference, which had been called dur- 
ing Hoover’s administration and 
which broke up over the Presi- 
dent’s statement declining to enter 
any currency stabilization agree- 
ment. 

On Jan. 31, 1934, the dollar was 
depreciated to 59.06 per cent of its 
former value, and after a few weeks 
of unsteadiness, it finally reached 
or it may have been kept by the 
secret stabilization fund, at a fair- 
ly stable position. Since March, 
1934, it has fluctuated only 1.4 per 
cent, while the British pound ex- 
perienced variations of 4.3 per cent 
and the Japanese yen, 5.6 per cent. 
Many observers believe that the 
depreciated dollar and its compara- 
tive stability have been great fac- 
tors in the increase in foreign trade 
this year. Another factor has been 
the industrial recovery in foreign 
nations. 

Figures on Exports. 

Reporting on the first nine 
months of this year, the United 
States Chamber of Commerce found 
a sharp decline in exports of un- 
manufactured cotton, the country’s 
No. 1 export commodity, and a 
notable increase in automobile and 
other machinery exports. 

Cotton exports of 4,246,000 bales 
was 26 per cent below the heavy 
total of 19833 and 10 per cent under 
the five-year average.

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—Improve- 
ment in general conditions during 
1934 was most striking in agricul- 
tural areas, despite a record drouth. 
And for the country as a_ whole, 
consumer buying swelled in the 
later months of the year to the 
largest volume since perhaps 1930. 
While statistics on the volume of 
Christmas trade are meager, 4 
number of analysts think it was 
the most abundant in four years. 

But industrial production and fac- 
tory payrolls do not show much 
change from a year ago. The entire 
12 months of 1934 were well ahead 
of the previous year, but that was 
due in part to the poor record of 
the early months of 1933. Factory 
payrolls, according to recent statis- 
tics, are only moderately above the 
levels prevailing toward the end of 
last year. And the cost of living 
has risen. 

Despite improvement in wages 
and employment here and tnere, re- 
lief rolls continued to grow in 1934, 
as more families that had managed 
to get by on savings or the help of 
relatives found their resources ex- 
hausted. 

Heavy Federal Outlay. 

The Government’s emergency ex- 
penditures swelled to a flood rival- 
ing that of wartime, and in the 
opinion of many analysts were an 
important factor in the improve- 
ment in sales of consumers’ goods. 

But the heavy lines of industry, 
such as construction, steel, railway 
equipment, made only limited prog- 
ress. These lines, together with in- 
numerable miscellaneous’ services 
and distributive activities, account- 
ed largely for the problem of unem- 
ployment. 

Emergency outlays and credits of 
the Government were nearly $4,- 
500,000,000. Benefits and bonuses 
paid to farmers, together with high- 
er crop prices, gave the cash In- 
come of the agricultural areas a 
boost. Some estimates have placed 
total farm income at more than 25 
per cent above 1933. 

With cash in his pocket for the 
first time in years, the farmer has 
shown himself no miser. The au- 
tomobile industry made and sold 
more cars than in any other year 
since 1930. In the final months of 
the year, retail sales reports from 
the South) Middle West and South- 
west registered gains of 20 to 25 
per cent over the previous year.

Both industry and finance have 
had an opportunity to adjust them- 
selves to the new order of govern- 
ment regulation. And the regula- 
tion has undergone adjustment to 
business and finance. NRA has been 
revamped, and the Securities Act of 
1933 has been amended. Regulation 
was expanded to embrace stock ex- 
changes. ) 

The year in banking and finance 
was less spectacular than 1933. 
There was no more than seasonal 
expansion of bank credit. And while 
the Government was pouring Ouv 
its $4,500,000,000 of special expendi- 
tures and advances, new capital 
raised by corporations through is- 
sues of stocks and bonds, according 
to registrations with the Securities 
and Exchange Commission, amount- 
ed to not much more than 10 per 
cent of that amount. 

Yet banking authorities say that 
the potentialities of credit expansion 
in the banking structure are almost 
unlimited, and some express Cor- 
cern that once credit starts to move, 
it may be difficult to prevent a 
dangerous boom.

Another threat of higher prices 
was caused by the general textile 
strike, but it lasted only’ three 
weeks. 

Tobacco prices boomed under a 
reduced crop and a strong foreign 
demand. 

Forecasts of high 1935 prices 
were made when the drouth forced 
the slaughter of livestock. 

Lead prices were down slightly 
toward year-end as compared with 
the 1933 average, but a new de- 
mand developed. 


FEDERAL RESERVE BANKS’ GOLD

Discounted Decline From

Gold. holdings of the 12 Federal 
Reserve Banks increased to $5,122,- 
396,000 in their statement for Dec. 
29. This compares with $3,524,047 
on Dec. 27, 1933. This year the 
Federal Reserve Banks have none 
of the metal, but only gold certifi- 
cates, the Treasury having taken 
over the metal. 

Bills discounted show a decline 
from $110,552,000 at the end of 1933 
to $9,281,000. Bills bought in the 
open market declined from $111,- 
083,000 to $5,611,000. Direct ad- 
vances to industry, shown this year 
for the first time, totaled $13,589,-

The Farm Credit Administration 
in St. Louis handled $116,640,000 in 
loans for 54,159 farmers of Missouri, 
Illinois and Arkansas during 1934. 

The Federal Land Bank here 
closed 32,100 loans for slightly more 
than $100,000,000. Other Federal 
agencies granting loans on farin 
mortgage securities were the Fed- 
eral Intermediate Credit Bank, and 
the St. Louis Bank for Co-opera- 
tives. The bulk of the money re- 
quired was obtained from the sale 
of Farm Credit Administration se- 
curities to private investors. 

Applications for land bank and 
commissioners’ loans are now less 
than cne-third the total at this time 
last year. Of the total lent the 
farmers in this district, 91 per cent 
was used to refinance existing 
debts, so that there has been smal’ 
increase in. the indebtedness of the 
borrowers.

PRICE FIXING DROPPED 
FROM ANOTHER CODE 


Provision Eliminated From the 
Waste Paper Regulation 
by the NRA. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—The 
NRA today ordered the price fix- 
ing provisions of the waste paper 
trade code eliminated, effective in 
10 days. 

At the same time, the board no- 
tified code authorities of the scope 
of the hearing Jan. 9 on all price 
control provisions. A letter to the 
code authorities said. 

“The National Industrial Recov- 
ery Board wishes to make it clear 
that it will welcome pertnent evi- 
dence on any topic to the extent 
that the evidence and topic are def- 
initely related to price control or 
price stabilization. 

“This includes, but without lim- 
itation, such subjects as the opera- 
tion of fixed minimum prices, sell- 
ing below cost provisions, mark-ups, 
loss limitations, open price filing 
with or without waiting periods, 
discounts, basing points, price re- 
porting, resale price maintenance, 
cost accounting formulae and sys- 
tems, free deals, consignment sell- 
ing and seconds. 

“Production control, capacity lim- 
itations and machine hour limita- 
tions may be considered but only 
insofar as these relate to price con- 
trol or price stabilization. 

“The board will hear evidence 
concerning the operation of price 
provisions both in general and un- 
der particular approved codes, The 
hearing is not, however, concerned 
with proposals to amend any par- 
ticular code.” 

Price fixing in the waste paper 
industry, the NRA said, “stimulat- 
ed the collection of waste paper be- 
yond the normal demands of con- 
suming mills and resulted in over- 
stocking.”

Models Said to Have 
Revolutionary Engine 


It Has 6.7 to 1 Compression Ratio 
—Larger Bodies and Restyled 
Appearance. 


Engineering developments’ that 
will be introduced with the 1935 
Plymouth next week, are described 
by D. S. Eddins, president of the 
Plymouth Motor Corporation. 

Eddins said that the new Ply- 
mouth would be announced as a 
“high-speed safety car, designed to 
meet modern traffic conditions.” He 
said it would have a revolutionary 
high compression engine, a larger 
all-steel body and a “floating ride.” 

“Plymouth engineers have found 


ways to reduce engine temperatures 


and eliminate spark knock and thus 
take advantage of the’ increased 
economy and performance of com- 


pression ratios higher than had 
been used.” he said. 

“The new Plymouth engine has a 
compression ratio of 6.7 to 1, as 
compared with 5.8 to 1 for last 
year’s models. This is said to be 
the highest compression ratio or 
any engine with a cast-iron head. 

“Engine temperatures have been 
reduced with full-length water 
jackets and a new system of di- 
rected water circulation through a 
tube inserted in the engine bloca. 
The spark knock which usually ac- 
companies high compression has 
been eliminated with calibrated ig- 
nition, a new method of automatic 
spark control which utilizes the 
vacuum in the intake manifold.” 

Eddins said that with these de 
velopments, the new Plymouth. en- 
gine ran as cool at 80 miles an 
hour as previous engines did at 50 
miles an hour. He said gasoline 
and oil economy had been improved 
15 to 20 per cent. 

“The new Plymguth’s larger body 
fits down over the frame and is 
bolted to the frame at 46 different 
points in an entirely new type of 
safety construction,” he continued. 

“Plymouth’s hydraulic brakes 
have been improved. 

“The floating ride to be intro 
duced with the new Plymouth is the 
result of four engineering develop- 
ments—balanced car weight, tap- 
ered-leaf springs made of a new 
Mola steel, double-action shock ab- 
sorbers and a side-sway eliminator 
at the front. 

“The Plymouth engine and body 
have been moved forward 5% inch- 
es, re-distributing the car weight 
so that it is the same on both 
springs.

Lines on New ‘V-8’; 
Cars on Display Here 


His 1935 Models Ride Much More 
Comfortably—Safety Glass in 
All Windows. 


The new Ford V-8, which Henry 
Ford showed to newspaper men at 
Dearborn Thursday for the first 
time, are now on display through- 
out St. Louis and its trade terri- 
tory. 

Most striking feature of the new 
car is body lines which are dis- 
tinctively modern and a definite de- 
parture from any previous Ford 


design. 

The new car has a combination 
of engineering developments aimed 
at increased riding comfort and to 
give what is called the “center- 
poise” ride. 

There are also numerous im- 
provements in chassis design for 
easier control. 

Two important improvements 
have been made in the Ford -V-8 
engine, of which more than 1,300,- 
000 are now on the road. 

In addition, Ford has developed 
a new type of body—the touring 
sedan, with unusually sleek lines 
and a fitted rear trunk compart- 
ment integral with the body. 

In Development 3 Years. 

Safety glass is standard equip- 
ment not only in windshields, but 
also ip all doors and windows in all 
body types. 

The new car is the present cul- 
mination of developments begun by 
Ford three years ago at the time of 
the announcement of the V-8 
engine. In the three years inter- 
vening, Ford has been developing a 
combination of engineering im- 
provements aimed at providing a 
degree of riding comfort and ease 
of control comparable with the per- 
formance of the engine itself. 

In appearance, the new cars have 
flowing curves to carry out’. the 
modern motif, with a new treat- 
ment of interior and appointments 
which sound an entirely new note 
in Ford body styling. 

The engineering advances. in 
engine and chassis are comparable 
in importance.

HERE were wars and 

rumors of wars. Nations 

acquired new rulers.

Disasters occurred 

on land and sea, Important 

ad things happened to the 

money of the United States. There were 

wholesale slaughters in the name of govern 

ment. Kings and much-pyblicized criminals 

died spectacularly. General Johnson quit 

the NRA . . . But it is likely that the people 

of this country, particularly those of the 

Middle West, will remember the year 1934 

chiefly for something ubiquitous and gen- 
etally commonplace—the weather. 

Anyone who experienced its full fury 
can scarcely forget last summer, the seem- 
ingly endless succession of burning, arid 
days and stifling nights, a desperate mo- 
notony of misery which “stole the show” 
from many exciting and dramatic events. 
From the first of June until the middle of 
August, St. Louis and most of the rest of 
the Middle West baked and sweltered, with 
only a few brief periods of relief. It was 
the hottest summer on record here; on 23 
days the Weather Bureau thermometer reg’ 
istered 100 or higher. More than 450 
deaths in the city were attributed to the 
heat. On July 24 the temperature reached 
110.2 degrees, the highest ever officially 
credited to St. Louis, and 51 persons died 
within 24 hours. 

St. Louis, however, couldn't claim the 
heat championship. At Mitchell, South 
Dakota, for instance, a reading of 114 was 
reported July 21. On the same day, in- 
cidentally, at Burlington, Iowa, the mercury 
in the Government thermometer got up to 
107 and then broke the instrument. 

The drouth, which began before the in- 
tense heat, has been called the greatest 
natural calamity that ever befell the United 
States. It was general in this country ex- 
cept for the extreme Northwest and a strip 
from New England to Central Texas, at- 
taining devastating severity in much of the 
area west of the Mississippi River. Crops 
were ruined, livestock died from lack of 
food and water. The Federal Government 
adopted emergency relief measures for the 
stricken regions, including the purchase of 
ome 7,000,000 head of cattle. 
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Among phenomena of the drouth were 
dust storms, which swept across the country, 
carrying soil from the parched West. As 
early as April, these storms were damaging 
crops in Central United States and putting 
communities in semi-darkness; and in May 
a huge dust cloud spread a dingy pall over 
several of the Northeastern States. On sev- 
eral occasions in the spring and summer 
wind-borne dust from the West frazzled 
the tempers of St. Louis housewives. 

Not only the United States but other 
territories in the Northern Hemisphere felt 
the drouth blight. It appeared in Central 
and Southeastern Europe, Russia, Canada, 
Northern Mexico and China. And Aus- 
tralia got it, too. 


OWEVER, as a popular novelist in- 

formed the world not long ago, life 
goes on, and it went on this year, despite 
weather—dquite a lot of life, too, and of im- 
mense variety. The United States Govern: 
ment assumed title to the nation’s monetary 
gold and de-valued the dollar to approxi- 
mately 59 cents. King Albert of 
Belgium was killed in a moun- 
tain-climbing accident. A_  gen- 
eral strike paralyzed business in 
San Francisco. Baer beat Carnera 
for the world's heavyweight boxing 
title. King Alexander of 
Yugoslavia and Premier 
Dollfuss of Austria were 
assassinated. Most domestic 


air mail contracts in the 
United States were can- 
celed by the Government 
and the mail carrying job 
given to Army _ flyers. 
Chancellor Hitler had scores 
of his subordinates executed 
in a “blood purge’ of his party. 
Samuel Insull, fugutive utilities 
magnate, was brought back to the 
United States, tried on a Federal 
fraud charge and acquitted. Quin- 
tuplets were born to a Canadian 
couple. John Dillinger, “Pretty 


insull. Hindenburg: 
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Boy” Floyd and other notorious gangsters were hunted 

down and slain. A civil war was fought in Spain. The 

St. Louis Cardinals won the baseball championship of 

the world from the Detroit Tigers. England defaulted 

in its war debt payments to the United States. The 

liner Morro Castle burned off the New Jersey coast 
with a loss of more than 120 lives. Battles were fought be- 
tween the forces of Paraguay and Bolivia in the Gran Chaco. 
The Philippines accepted the United States’ offer of inde- 
pendence. A woman and five men were indicted in St. Louis 
County on a charge of kidnaping Dr. Isaac D. Kelley. A 
Bronx carpenter was indicted as the kidnaper of the Lind- 
bergh baby. The Democratic Party strengthened its hold on 
the reins of government in the fall elections. A streamlined 
train made a record run in which it averaged 77.5 miles an 
hour. The winning plane in an air race from England to 
Australia set a record of 71 hours for the flight. 

Things like that, important and interesting, aided by race 
results, fashions and sundry scandals, 
have kept the year from being too dull 
for newspaper readers. It has been a 
troubled year, notable, among other 
things, for political turmoil in Europe, 

labor disputes in the United 
States, and financial uneasi- 


oo ee ness almost everywhere in a 


world struggling to emerge 

from its economic depression. 

The year 1934 was only 

a few days old when two 
things accurred which might 

be said to have set the ca- 
dence for the march of 
évents in their fields throughout the 
year. On January 4 President 
Roosevelt sent to Congress a $16,- 
$00,000,000 budget—$10,500,000,. 
O00 for the first half of the bi- 
ennium—in preparation for the 
huge governmental expenditures for

acterized this nation’s 
public policy during the 
twelvemonth. About the 
same time the Stavisky 
scandal “broke” in 
France. * The Bayonne 
municipal pawnshop col- 
lapsed and its founder, Serge (Handsome 
Alex) Stavisky, disappeared, followed by 
the accusation that he had swindled the 
public of $40,000,000 through the sale of 
worthless bonds. Cornered by police a little 
later, he was shot by them or killed him- 
self. Due to the suspicion that high officials 
had either been negligent or had been in 
league with Stavisky, great public feeling 
was aroused and political turmoil, ac- 
companied by bloodshed, ensued. Duels 
were fought, cabinets fell, there were sui- 
cides and murders. Twenty-seven persons 
were killed in street rioting in February. It 
is likely that France has not yet laid the 
ghost of Handsome Alex. Europe has been 
seething here and there ever since this 
French case started the year on a note of 
turbulence. 


UBA also was having its troubles at the 
beginning of 1934, trying to build a 
stable government out of the disorder fol- 
lowing the overthrow of Machado.

HOLLYWOOD. 
RODUCERS of 
American motion 
pictures have had 
such an easy time 
keeping a virtual 
monopoly and 
shutting out for- 
eign competition by 
the simple process 
of snapping up all 
the world’s best movie actors for Hol- 
lyhood, that what might be called the 
British Threat caught them off bal- 
ance. The last year or so has seen 
a new development in the picture 
business which is as unbelievable as it 
is unexpected to producers here. What 
has happened is, briefly, that London 
producers are stealing their thunder, 
buying their casting material at fancy 
prices and getting an entirely unex- 
pected prestige by using the same 
methods with which the Californians 
got their head start in the interna- 
tional trade. 

What the American producer finds 
even harder to stomach is that 
American actors and actresses are 
making excellent capital of this unex- 
pected turn, taking up with the high- 
est bidder and using the new com- 
petition to rehabilitate vanished pres- 
tige and sunken fortunes. It is a 
totally unforeseen case of international 
muscling-in and the complacent mo- 
nopolists have had to sit up and 
take it. 

For English attempts at cinema pro- 
duction had been almost comically 
feeble up to a very few years ago. 
In the summer of 1930 the man. 
aging director of a British company 
lodged a protest against an alleged 
boycott by American theater organ- 
izations of the British films export- 
ed for United States consumption. In 
that statement he included an admis- 
sion: ‘‘We are their best customers,”’ 
he said frankly. 

“Last year our own theater com- 
pany paid American film corporations 
over half a million pounds (then $2,- 
430,000) in film hire.’’ He proposed 
an appeal to public opinion for a re- 
taliatory action. 

But it was not by public opinion 
that English producers were able to 
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cut into the American monopoly. 
The buying public of England 
had a clear idea of what it 
wanted and what it would pay 
for; as yet the British pro- 
ducer had been unable. to 
manufacture anything that 
would meet the requirements of 
his market—nothing, that is, 
except ‘‘shorts,” comedies, 
sketches and so on. 

The Americans, on the other 
hand, were not even satisfied 
with their virtual monopoly. 
American capital began buying 
the existing facilities in En- 
gland. And that kind of thing 
made the English producer so 
hot that he insisted on being 
heard in the House of Com. 
mons. When two big utility 
companies from the western 
side of the Atlantic bought out 
Gaumont - British Corporation, 
the Americanization of the films 
became the subject of an in- 
vestigation — though nothing 
much came of it. 


HAT was in 1931 and 
something had already 

taken place in England that 
seemed to forecast a new era. The 
year of the crash Sam Goldwyn was 
invited to sell his American holdings 
and take the presidency of a British 
company. He thought it over—and 
refused. That same year a cable dis- 
patch from England noted “protests 
are to be found almost ‘daily in the 
British press, where acrimonious crit- 
ics have been asking how it happens 
American ‘talkies’ with their Ameri- 
can dialect should be packing British 
picture theaters virtually unopposed 
by made-in-England films.’’ The same 
article called attention to a current 
movie, one line from which had be- 
come a stock quip in London. The 
line was in the mouth of an Ameri- 
can actress, who said to another 
American in the course of the dia- 
logue, ‘“‘I see you speak perfect En- 
glish.”" Every time that was reeled 
off, the audience burst out with un- 
restrained guffaws. In spite of which 
these Hollywood movies could still be 
counted on for a 15 or 20 per cent

whose real name is Wong Liu Tsong, 
had a nervous breakdown from s0 
much education and was permitted to 
accompany her movie actor cousin to 
the movie lot as a diversion. There, 
through the interest of Director Mar- 
shall Neilan, she was enlisted as an 
actress. One year saw her successful 
in small parts and well on the road to 
success. But for her second year she 
signed a contract with a San Francisco 
company which was in financial straits 
and kept her off the screen. for 
twelve months. She came back and 
found herself forgotten. 

It was through the influence of Lon 
Chaney, it is believed, that she ob- 
tained a contract with a Berlin film 
company. And it was the success of 
her first picture there which brought 
her to England, where she was a howl- 
ing success both in the cinema and on 
the legitimate stage. Incidentally, 
Miss Wong was able to overcome her 
initial phonetic handicap by paying an 
Oxford don $1000 for lessons in the 
British vernacular. Her fine acting 
made it possible to overcome another 
handicap: The British film censor 
made a special ruling that she should 
not kiss an English actor on the 
screen. : 

What is important in this connec- 
tion, however, is that she was met at 
the dock in New York by an Ameri- 
can producer and while she worked 
in the East the Hollywood corpora- 
tions were angling for her talents. 
Her career abroad had lasted only a 
year and already she was a star of 
the first magnitude. 


O actors and actresses out West 
who were not exactly in the big 
money any longer this success 
story was a sudden inspiration. It oc- 
curred to them that the stream of En- 
glish actors to Hollytood might be 
capable of running in two directions. 
Anna May Wong made a second dash 
for England as soon as her contract 
with Hollywood had expired. And the 
cables were busy with lures to get 
her to come back. 

Naturally the first actors to follow 
her were nostalgic Englishmen. 
George Arlids had begun his 
career in England and made his 
screen name in Hollywood. 
When the opportunity to return 
to his native land presented it- 
self, he had to be persuaded to 

the tune of $650,000 a 
week for three weeks’ 
work. That was last 
summer, and the mono- 
cled Arliss will be in En- 
gland again next summer 
on somewhat the same 
terms. 
Then there is Charles 
Laughton, ex-hotel clerk, 
ex-sailor, recent winner 
of the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences’ 
first award for his work 
in the English picture, 
“The Private Life of Henry VIII.”’ 
When Laughton came to America he 
had won his spurs on the legiti- 
mate stage as recently as 1926. He 
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began his career by appearing in six 
successive failures in six months and 
might have been hidden under other 
bushels if a critic hadn't suddenly 
realized that his character acting in 
the six flops was so convincing that no 
one had recognized him as the same 
actor until the last one. 

Laughton’s first desire when he 
came to America was to get back to 
London and enjoy the society of his 
accustomed social routine. But New 
York liked him, even if he was doubt- 
ful about New York, and the moguls 
in Hollywood got wind of his success 
and eventually managed to collect his 
autograph. Laughton has been phe. 
nomenally successful in keeping his 
London-Hollywood auction in a white 
heat. When he won the Motion Pic- 
ture Academy's first prize, incidental. 
ly, it was a made-in-England film. 


three actors and one of the three 

actresses who were in the money in 
that contest were English. Last year s 
best production, according to the Acad 
emy, was ‘‘Cavalcade,”’ a picture tha! 
featured several English actors and 
actresses. Laughton, incidentails 
wasn’t there to receive the award; he 
was in England making a picture. 

But the list of film people who have 
succeeded in playing both sides of 
the Atlantic is hardly begun. The 
English paid Charles Farrell $75,0!' 
to return and make a picture thers 
last summer. When Douglas Fair 
banks Jr. had pretty well played out 
the engaging juvenile role in. Holls 
wood, he got a handsome part wit! 
Elisabeth Bergner in England and was 
greeted as a beloved prodigal when he 
faced the casting directors here again 
Lilian Harvey, an Anglo-German who 
scored a success in America, is making 
plans for a return to the lots of Bri- 
tain, and Marian Marsh, who lost her 
appeal around here, went abroad and 
afterwards got a long-term Hollywood 
contract as a reward. An English 
company paid Sallie Blane $2000 a 
week and her traveling expenses, but 
she has had no trouble being cast 11 
times since her return to California. 

The secret, of course, is that En- 
glish producers are paying as big 
money as Hollywood can afford. Both 
Leslie Howard and Maurice Chevalier 
are being paid $150,000 per picture 
and Douglas Fairbanks the elder (who 
recently declared ‘‘My private life is 
my own and I will not discuss it!’’) 
found time to pick up $10,000 a week 
for his part in ‘‘The Private Life of Don 
Juan,’ to say nothing of royalties. 

And that is London's answer to Hol- 
lywood’s big money. It will be inter- 
esting to see how the world’s movie 
capital fares if the Government in- 
vestigation of salaries of stars ever 
becomes more than a gesture. It was 
only three years ago that members of 
Parllament heard charges that 
America was invading the cinema field 
in England, but now the “beastly mo- 
nopoly”’ is manifestly smashed and an 
Englishman can rub his hands and 
watch the western constellations a lit- 
tle smugly.

EVANSTON, III. 
ID you know you 
were adopted ?’’ 

A childish treble 
voiced the ques- 
tlon, quite shrill 
enough to reach 
iy any mother’s ear, 
especially a foster- 
mother’s. But, as she wrote to ‘‘The 
Cradle’’"—in one of the dozens of 
Christmas letters which are still ar- 
riving at the extraordinary Evanston 
institution—she didn’t hear her Cra- 
dle baby’s answer. ‘ 

So, when the little girl came in, 
the adopting mother smiled, “I hope 
you said, ‘Yes, my parents wanted 
me!’ * 

‘I just said ‘My father and mother 
told me a long time ago.’ ’’ 

‘“‘Why’’—there must have been a lit- 
tle catch in the mother’s heart— 
“hadn't you ever mentioned to your 
playmates that you were adopted?” 

“Oh, Mother!”’ The very young lady 
was exceedingly proper, excessively pa- 
tient——‘‘you've told me never to 
brag!’’ 

And indeed, children from The Cra- 
die may have some grounds for snob- 
bery, if snobbery ever has any grounds. 
It’s not all in the wealth and social po- 
sition of the mothers whose children 
find new parents through The Cradle, 
though some of them have both. Nor 
is it.in the tradition that The Cradle 
can provide babies to fit any parents 
of any nationality in any circum. 
stances, plus a Grecian profile. a 
roguish air, high intelligence or any 
other special characteristic that seems 
desirable. 

For one thing, the institution has a 
waiting list of 1500 couples. For an- 
other, the young women at The Cradle 
are likely to point with pride to the 
fact that it has been instrumental, 
through the distinguished medical men 
who serve it without fee, in contribu- 
tions to the science of saving babies’ 
lives. But even the most enthusiastic 
of these young woman admit the ba- 
bies are better off in the homes of 
their new parents. 

“They simply blossom,’ says one. 

And so, perhaps, the outstanding 
thing the Cradle child has to “brag” 
about is that in a sense she—or he— 
is decidedly ‘“‘a eugenic baby.’’ With 
two sets of parents instead of one to 
consider, The Cradle scrutinizes both 
with all the soul-searching earnestness 
of a young eugenist preparing for the 
altar, 

The ultimate job of sizing them 
up is left to the founder and man. 
aging director, Mrs. William B. Wal- 
rath. One gets the impression at a 
glance that her eyes are not only kind, 
but keen. Mrs. Walrath herself has 
four children and six grandchildren, 
and one of her grandsons is a Cradle 
child. 

The Cradle came about

because a friend of Mrs. Walrath lost 
an infant daughter. ‘‘Somewhere in 
Chicago,’’ said Mrs. Walrath, ‘‘must be 
a baby girl who needs a mother.”’ And 
she set out to find that baby. 

In a matter of days she had suc- 
ceeded. Other friends heard about it, 
and, in time, one or two of them 
called her. Then a physician or two, 
concerned with the happiness of child- 
less couples. And then more physi- 
clans, and more acquaintances, and 
people she’d never even heard of. And 
ultimately she organized The Cradle 
Society, and established The Cradle 
in a homey cottage at 2039 Ridge av- 
enue. 

That first baby is 19 years old and 
The Cradle is 11. It has found homes 
for 2600 children, recently at the rate 
of 250 to 300 a year, and it has taken 
over two adjacent cottages, so that 
now it cares for 24 babies at a time 
and houses a tea room, layette shop 
and knitting room to piece out its slen- 
der income—for, despite a budget of 
$30,000 to $35,000 a year, it asks no 
fees from either the mothers or the 
adopting parents. 

It has dues-paying auxiliaries in 
Evanston, Chicago and Winnetka. It 
has an annual benefit ball, and an 
annual series of lectures by Dr. Hor- 
ace Bridges, member of its board and 
leader of the Chicago Ethical Society. 
Any additional support has to come 
from voluntary gifts, but somehow it 
always manages to make its budget. 

No children are allowed to leave 
with any defect, under a month old or 
under seven pounds in weight. The 
average stay is about 40 days. 


HE young women at The Cradle 
remember with smiles a tiny 
person who stayed on for weeks 
and weeks. In the nature of things, 
applicants to adopt Cradle children 
are not used to very young babies, and 
the sight of any newborn is a bit of a 
shock to some of them. 

This young fellow was especially 
homely—pbut so lively and winning 
and generally ‘‘sassy’’ that he had the 
whole establishment at his wrinkled, 
pink feet, all this, of course, safely 
beyond his individual glass partition. 
And nobody wanted to adopt him. He 
wasn’t much on first impressions, it 
seemed; he was the sort that grows 
on one. 

They were beginning to fear he 
never would find a home when a wom- 
an, summoned with their last fraying 
shred of hope, gave one look and 
squealed, ‘‘Ooooh—I want him! He 
looks just like my husband!’’ 

‘And he did,’’ one is told. ‘But 
her husband wasn’t ugly at all. Rug- 
ged——but one of the grandest-looking 
men you ever saw. And he made a 
fine father.’’ 

The babies in each cottage have a 
little reception room for their first 
introduction, all dressed up, to their 
prospective parents. And they seem to

understand exactly what’s expected of 
them. They show off beautifully. 
Some ‘“‘fathers’’ show off quite as 
much. Others shrink into a corner. 
‘But it’s just because they don’t want 
anybody to see how awkward they 
are,’ say the shrewd young women. 
“Really, they want to fuss over it 
just as much as the mother. 

“‘And when people take a baby out, 
we have to chase after them with hats 
and wraps and umbrellas they’ve for- 
gotten all about. Sometimes we even 
have to send a hat or coat after them 
by parcel post.”’ 

But before that very large event, 
a great deal has happened in the life 
of each baby. His mother, or her 
physician, or, in some cases, her fam- 
ily, has called on The Cradle, and it 
has made a pretty intensive study of 
the circumstances—without, however, 
making a particular point of the fa- 
ther’s name in those cases where there 
was no marriage. Mrs. Walrath be- 
lieves the mother is less likely to give 
a dependable answer to that question 
than to questions on the anonymous 
father’s background. 

There is no attempt—despite the 
legend that there is—to confine this 
part of The Cradle’s clientele to ‘‘our 
best families.’’ But there is a very 
definite attempt to select children 
whose family history raises no ques- 
tion of their future, and to match the 
race, religion, background—and, much 
more important, the ‘‘caliber’’—of the 
mother and the adopting parents. 

When married couples feel con- 
strained, usually by economic circum- 
stances, to offer a baby for adoption, 
The Cradle tries first to find some way 
to enable them to keep it. And, Mrs. 
Walrath emphasizes, those couples are 
not cold about it, but in a profoundly 
tragic dilemma between the human 
element that makes them want to cling 
to the child, and circumstances that 
force them to believe it would fare 
better in other hands. 

In the 11 years, 147 mothers, who 
had reached the point of placing their 
babies at The Cradle, have found a 
way to provide for them. Usually 
what happens in these cases is a mar- 
riage. 

Not all the couples who adopt Cra- 
dle children are childless. Some have 


- a8 many as five Cradle children. 


Others have had children of their own 
after giving up hope and getting a 
Cradle baby. Glancing at the photo- 
graphs arriving in numbers at The 
Cradle at this season, one is struck by 
“family resemblance’’—an astonishing 
effect of selecting parents to fit the 
child. 

They have to fill out an application 
that lists age, religion, nationality, oc- 
cupation, physical characteristics, oth- 
er children if any, the sex, age and 
nationality of the child desired, and 
‘“‘special requests.’’ 

“Curly hair’ is a frequent 
request, difficult to fill, for

versa. A not unusual request is ‘“‘A 
baby that looks like my husband.” 

There’s not much to go on in the 
baby’s highly temporary appearance, 
but, by a check-up of hereditary prob- 
abilities, The Cradle has achieved the 
reputation of being able to provide 
practically any sort of baby ‘‘to order”’ 
—if the application is approved. 

At the bottom of that document is 
a space for ‘‘three reputable citizens,’’ 
and on the reverse side a larger space 
for ‘‘closest friends.’’ Some appli- 
cants smile at the idea of checking 
up on them through their friends. 


“BR UT,”’ remarked a girl in The 


Cradle office, ‘‘they’d be sur- 

prised.’’ Each friend gets a 
recommendation blank, inquiring into 
the husband’s character, temper— 
‘“‘Has he a good, sensible wife?’’—her 
kindness and judgment with children, 
and finally: ‘‘Would you be willing to 
place with this family a child in whom 
you are personally inverested?’’ 

No couple ever learns the history of 
the child it has adopted, beyond the 
fact that it was chosen from back. 
ground that matches their own. And, 
Mrs. Walrath tells them, ‘‘We hope 
that you will bring up your child 
knowing he is adopted; that you will 
use the word ‘adopted’ as a term 
of endearment while you are tuck- 
ing him into bed or rocking him in 
your arms, or at any of those beauti- 
ful moments that are in store for 
you. ...A child’s whole idea of the 
meaning of words comes from the tone 
used, so you have it within your power 
to give it a beautiful meaning.”’ 

And in a letter addressed to Cradle 
children, in case any in later years 
might wish to know facts left unre- 
corded, she writes: 

‘“ . ,. There were many, many peo. 
ple into whose loving arms we could 
have given you; and the choice of 
your parents was made in the belief 
that they were the ones with whom 
lay your most probable chance for a 
happy, worth-while life. A second 
fact you can take as certain and 
that is that the woman who bore 
you possessed the highest qualities of 
motherhood, as evidenced by her wil- 
lingness to sacrifice herself completely 
for the sake of the child she had 
brought into the world. What that 
sacrifice meant, you will never be able 
to understand until you are a parent 
yourself. .. 

“Furthermore, at this solemn mo. 
ment in her life she decided that se- 
crecy was best for you. We, in whose 
charge you were temporarily placed, 
have made that secrecy inviolable; 
your loving adopting parents have ac- 
cepted the situation, whether they 
originally wanted to or not—and now 

you, too, can be a fact-facer 
by realizing that further de- 
tails about your origin sim- 
ply are not on record any- 
where.”’

Now he is trying to pick up his 
quiet life in the Richmond Hill dis- 
trict of Queens, where he left off 20 
years ago, but bafflement confronts 
him at every turn. The old neighbor- 
hood has changed. His home has been 
torn down. His father, his mother, 
his two brothers have vanished with- 
out trace. Gobel believes his mother 
alone may still be alive and hopes she 
will see one of the articles published 
about him. He probably wouldn't 
know her if he met her on the street 
because 20 years cause great changes. 
He is not sure what she looks like, 
since his boyhood memory of her is 
dim and he lost all her pictures during 
his queer Odyssey. His father and 
brothers, he thinks, were probably 
killed in the war. 

He hopes someone will recognize his 
picture, but his face, too, has changed 
vreatly. It is more set and has deeper 
lines than it had 20 years ago. His 
hair is shot with gray, although he is 
only 38 years old. His figure is pow- 
erful, but bent from hard labor. 

Besides finding his relatives, Gobel 
sas two other pressing problems—he 
must find a steady job and he must 
elearn English.

In January, 1914, the elder Gobel 
announced that he was going back to 
his home town in Germany for a visit 
with his parents. Theodore was taken 
along as a reward for faithful work 
and sober conduct. He was then 17. 

The native heath of the elder Go- 
bel was the town of Solom, a few miles 
from the Russian border. It was des- 
perately cold, but the youngster en- 
joyed the strange scenes and made 
friends rapidly in the village. He wrote 
frequently to his mother and heard in 
return how his younger brothers were 
faring in school. He wrote his mother 
that the peasants gossiped a lot about 
the possibility of war, but that nobody 
took them seriously. 

One afternoon early in August, 
1914, as young Gobel was returning to 
the town from a hike with native boys. 
a company of soldiers clad in strange 
uniforms overtook them. They grabbed 
Gobel by the arm and shoved him into 
a wagon with other villagers. In vain 
he protested that he was an American, 
but his protest was either misunder- 
stood or disregarded. 

“Spy,’’ was all the soldiers would 
say. 


HILE the captives cowered be- 
VW fore fixed bayonets, the wagon 
rumbled away, until it reached 
a railroad. Here the prisoners were 
herded into a filthy freight car knee- 
deep in straw. The door was slammed 
shut and the train whistle blew. For 
seven days Gobel lay in the dark as 
the train pushed east across Ruasia 
until it reached a vast stockade in 
country where there was summer only 
three months of the year and the 
dark, cold winter the rest of the time. 
This was Siberia, 

Within the stockade were thousands 
of men huddled together like sheep, 
or walking about aimlessly. Hopefully, 
Gobel renewed his complaint that he 
was an American citizen, but no one 
paid any heed. 

When his captors learned that he 
was a butcher, they set him to work 
four hours a day in the butcher shop. 
He got only scraps of the animals he 
slaughtered, the choice cuts going to 
the officers of the garrison. With the 
rest of the miserable interned pris- 
oners, Gobel lived on black bread, 
barley soup, carrots, porridge and tur- 
nips. He slept on a straw floor in a 
log house, whose chinks were stuffed 
ineffectually with straw. 

To while away the time, Gobel 
talked to himself in English, but, even 
with this practice, he found his com- 
mand of the language failing. In 
Richmond Hill he had been a Presby- 
terian. In Siberia there was no 
church service and there were strict 
orders against praying. But he prayed 
anyway, night and morning. 

He had a queer way of measuring 
time. Once a year, as nearly as he 
could figure it, the prisoners were is- 
sued vodka and beer. He assumed 
that was a special Christmas ration 
He wrote many letters, but all were 
destroyed before they left camp.

After 10 Christ- 
mases he was 
shipped to Mos- 
cow, and here he 
learned that. it 
was 1924, just as 
he had calculated 
on the vodka ration basis. -For the 
first time, too, he learned that there 
had been a war. It was months after 
he had reached Moscow before he de- 
cided that the nations had waged bat- 
tles for four incredible years. 

Despite his penal rating in Moscow, 
Gobel had a measure of freedom, 
thanks to his meat cutter’s trade. 
Someone gave him an official docu- 
ment bearing many impressive seals 
and stamps and he was allowed to 
walk from his prison to the abattoir. 
But everywhere he went he felt that 
the police were trailing him. 

Seven years in Moscow gave him 
ample opportunity to lay escape plans, 
and in 1931 he imposed on his hosts 
and fled the city. In the three years 
that followed he wandered about un- 
familiar countries, living on the char- 
ity of peasants. No longer did he try 
to tell his story of American citizen- 4 
ship. Few foreigners believed him, 
since he had no passport or other cor- 
roborating paper, and those who did 
could do nothing for him. 

Last January found him in Riga. 
Wandering about the quay in his rag- 
ged clothes, he picked up a job in the 
galley of a French vessel. When it 
reached a French port he jumped ship. 
He ran along the streets until he saw 
a building with an American flag wav- 
ing from a staff. It was the first he 
had seen in 20 years, and he broke 
down and wept. When he regained 
control of his emotions, he went in- 
side and told his story to the Consul. 

The Consul, sympathetic but dubi- 
ous, cabled Washington, and Washing- 
ton wired New York to verify Gobel’s 
claim of citizenship. Gobel was not 
even sure of the spelling of his name. 
It was just the phonetic rendition he 
remembered. It might have been Goe- 
hel, “wr Goble, or even Groebel, or 
something else of approximately the 
same sound. But the records at the 
branch Federal building in Wash- 
ington street, Manhattan, bore him 
out. His birth certificate was checked, 
the spelling was Gobel, and his pass- 
port for his trip to Germany with his 
father was found. Immigration offi- 
cials concluded that his yarn was true 
and, after months of delay over red 
tape, authorized the Consul to give 
Gobel $170. The Consul put Gobel 
aboard a White Star liner. The ship 
docked here September 1. 

Down the gangplank rushed one of 
the most grateful of redeemed expatri- 
ates. He caught the subway and hur- 
ried to Richmond Hill. The change in 
the neighborhood was shocking. There 
were no more open spaces. Modern 
apartment buildings had replaced the

nice old homes.

Defeated and crestfallen, Gobel 
started back for Manhattan, but his 
faltering footsteps led him instead to 
Mineola, in Nassau County, Long Is- 
land. A friendly hotel keeper, Peter 
Thomopolos, gave him temporary em- 
ployment and shelter at his Court 
View Hotel. Gobel worked in the 
kitchen. 


HEN, with the help of a Nas- 

sau County detective, Tommy 

Griffin, he continued his hunt 

for his relatives during his free pe- 
riods, but it came to naught. 

Detective Harry Zander, a resident 
of the hotel, also lent assistance but 
not a trace of the family has been 
found. 

Now that he has had time to review 
the past 20 years, Gobel has come to 
the conclusion that his father was 
probably killed by the same soldiers 
who hustled him to Siberia. Those 
village raids were always the same— 
the able-bodied were carted off to Si- 
beria and the elder men were shot. 
He believes, too, that his brothers en- 
listed and were killed in action. Gobel 
cannot explain why he thinks death 
got both of them, but he feels almost 
sure of it. 

His mother is his only hope.

When he edited the paper at Cen- 
tral High School, it was natural 
that he should have a railroad 
edition. 

One of young Barriger’s friends, 
the agent for the Pennsylvania 
Railroad in St. Louis, was so im- 
pressed with this that he showed 
it to eastern officials of the line 
who happened to be visiting in the 
city at the time. 

Eventually it came to the at- 
tention of General W. W. At- 
terbury, now president, then a 
high official of the Pennsylvania. 
Barriger was offered a job with 
the line. He replied that he could 
hardly consider it before he had 
finished four years of college. It 
was finally arranged that he 
should go on the Pennsylvania 
payroll to work.during the sum- 
mers and take payless furloughs 
during the school terms. 


N this basis he finished the 
() tour-rea course at the Mas- 

sachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology in Boston. During his sum- 
mers he did about every kind of 
job one can do on a railroad, from 
engine-wiper up. He was 21 when 
he finished school and looked 
much younger than that, so young 
he was told he would have to do 
special duty. This was really an 
invaluable opportunity, for, in- 
stead of being stationed at 
one post, he was moved about 
over the whole line, whether it 
was possible to put him to 
work. 

In the course of a trip into 
Michigan in connection with the 
shop strike of 1922, he found time 
to drop off to visit friends at We- 
quetonsing and there met Eliza- 
beth Chambers Thatcher, of an 
old St. Louis family, descended 
from Bryan Mullanphy, whom he 
married in 1926. The Barrigers 
now have four chidren. 

At about the time of their mar- 
riage he was appointed assistant 
yardmaster at Altoona, Pennsyl- 
vania, one of the Pennsylvania’s 


most important junction points. It 
was a position at the very bottom 
of the official ladder. Barriger 
worked intensively mastering the

complicated maze of tracks that 
led in and out of the Altoona 


vards, shifting cars north, south, 
west and east. 

It was not long before he 
realized that knowledge of rail- 


road finance and a familiarity 
with the properties and details 
of operation of many railroads was 
essential to advancement. 

Armed with a letter from Gen- 
eral Atterbury, he obtained a po- 
sition in the statistical department 
of Kuhn, Loeb and Company, 
New York, the banking house 
which financed many of the great 
railway systems. In 1929 he went 
with Calvin, Bullock and Com- 
pany, a New York investment 
house, as vice-president of its 
railroad investment trust, Inter- 
national Carriers, Limited. He al- 
so taught a course in transporta- 
tion at the University of Pitts- 
burgh, commuting back and forth 
between New York and Pitts- 
burgh twice a month during the 
winter. 

During these years, when he 
was filling in his background of 
railroading, both from the point 
of view of the brakeman in_the 
yard at Altoona and the banker in 
Wall Street, a picture was forming 
in Barriger’s mind of a unified 
transportation system. It was a 
functional system that he foresaw, 
one that would do the nation’s 
transportation job at the lowest 
possible cost and with the great- 
est possible efficiency and dis- 
patch, eliminating the ‘‘competi- 
tive waste’’ which he saw on every 
hand. Even details of this sys- 
tem took shape in his mind as he 
became increasingly familiar with 
the vast complex of interests that 
center about what is still the 
greatest single American industry. 

To his great surprise there 
came one day in February, 1932, 
the chance to get his ideas down 
on paper in exact detail. Fred- 
erick H. Prince, the Boston bank- 
er, who has been actively identi- 
fied with more than fifty rail- 
roads, asked Barriger to co-oper- 
ate with him in developing a plan 
of consolidation. Barriger ac- 
cepted. 

What came out of this arrange- 
ment was the plan subsequently 
known as the Prince plan. It pro- 
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escaped from the jail there flour- 
ishing a wooden pistol. Federal 
agents joined in the hunt for him, 
but for months he continued his 
desperate career of robbery and 
murder, shooting his way out of 
traps, becoming the No. 1 crimi- 
nal of America. The career end- 
ed the night of July 22, when he 
was shot to death by Department 
of Justice agents in a Chicago al- 
ley. It was an unhealthy year for 
such desperadoes. Clyde Barrow 
and his cigar-smoking woman 
companion, Bonnie Parker; ‘‘Pre- 
ty Boy” Floyd and ‘‘Baby Face’’ 
Nelson were among the notorious 
criminals who fell before the fire 
of peace officers or Department of 
Justice agents. Forces of the law 
seemed to be more determined in 
dealing with gangsters than at any 
previous time since the war. 

The United States Government 
assumed title to all the gold in the 
Federal Reserve system January 
30, and the next day the President 
devalued the gold dollar to a trifle 
more than 59 per cent of its for- 
mer weight. Complementary action 
was taken August 9, silver being 
nationalized at 650.01 cents an 
ounce. 

A local sensation was provided 
for St. Louis February 7 when 
Adolph Fiedler, 400-pound ex-Jus- 
tice of the Peace, gave his account 
of the kidnaping of Dr. Isaac D. 
Kelley in 1931, the “inside” of 
which he professed to know. On 
the strength of his statement and 
supporting evidence, five men and 
a woman were later indicted. They 
were: Mrs. Nellie Tipton Muench, 
wife of a St. Louis physician; An- 
gelo Rosegrant, Felix McDonald, 
a convict; Bart’ Davit, Tommy 
Wilders and John C. Johnson, & 
Negro farmer, Johnson made a 
confession and was subsequently 
slain by a machine gunner. Rose- 
‘grant was brought to trial, con- 
victed and sentenced to 20 years 
in the penitentiary. He appealed. 

Many air mail contracts were 
canceled by the Government be- 
cause of evidence of fraud in some. 
Army pilots flew the mail for 13 
before private contracts 
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were resumed, 11 being killed in 
that time. August A. Busch, vet- 
eran St. Louis brewer, killed him- 
self February 13, after a long 
period of ill-health. 

More than 1000 persons were 
killed in a Socialist uprising in 
Austria, one of the tragic events 
of which was the shelling, by Gov- 
ernment troops, of the Karl Marx 
Apartments in Vienna, which 
housed many Socialist families. 
Albert I, King of the Belgians, was 
fatally injured in’ a mountain 
climbing accident near Namur, 
February 17, and was succeeded 
as King by his son, Leopold III. 
General Augustino Sandino, Nica- 
raguan firebrand, was slain by na- 
tional guardsmen of his country. 
John McGraw, veteran baseball 
manager, died. Dr. Alice Wyne- 
koop of Chicago was convicted of 
murdering her daughter-in-law 
and sentenced to 25 years in pris- 
on. A fire at Hakodati, Japan, 
cost 650 lives. C. C. Julian, fugi- 
tive oil promoter from California, 
killed himself in Shanghai. 


ARLY in April Dr. William A. 
Wirt, Superintendent of 
Schools at Gary, Indiana, 
alarmed those easily alarmed by a 
report of a sinister revolutionary 
movement within the Government. 
An investigating committee of 
Congressmen went into the matter 
and emerged with nothing much. 

A hundred survivors of a scien- 
tific expedition stranded on an ice 
floe in the Bering Sea were res- 
cued by Russian planes. St. Louis’ 
$5,000,000 Municipal Auditorium 
was dedicated April 14. The Phil- 
ippine Legislature accepted the 
offer of the United States to al- 
low the islands to become inde- 
pendent in 1945. 

Samuel Insull, who had fled to 
Greece with the collapse of his 
public utility empire of pyramided 
companies and had tried desper- 
ately for more than a year to 
avoid returning to face prosecu- 
tion, was brought back to this 
country from Turkey, May 7. Tried 
in Chicago on a Federal charge of 
fraudulent use of the mails, he 
was acquitted. Cavalcade, owned 
by the Brookmeade Stable of Mrs. 


Derby. June Robles, 6-year-old 
Tucson girl, was rescued from the 
desert pit where she had been 
chained by kidnapers. 

On May 28, five children, all 
girls, were born to Mr. and Mrs. 
Ovila Dionne of Corbeil, Ontario, 
Canada. As the year neared its end 
all the babies were flourishing. 

The Burlington Railroad’s new 
streamlined train Zephyr made a 
record non-stop run from Denver 
to Chicago, averaging 77.5 miles 
an hour and attaining a top speed 
of 112 milés an hour. England 
defaulted on its war debt pay- 
ments to the United States June 4 
and December 15. On June 6 Pres- 
ident Roosevelt signed the bill pro- 
viding for Government regulation 
of the Stock Exchange. On the eve- 
ning of June 14, in the Long Is- 
land Bowl, debonair Max Baer 
battered the Italian giant, Primo 
Carnera, and took from him the 
title of world’s champion heavy- 
weight pugilist. 

On the last day of June Ger- 
many saw the beginning of a sav- 
age, sanguinary week-end. With 
a series of summary executions 
Chancellor Hitler nipped a plot 
against his rule, a budding revolt 
within the Storm Troop organiza- 
tion. Firing squads carried out 
what was called a “‘blood purge”’ 
of the Nazi Party. Among those 
slain were Captain Ernest Roehm, 
leader of the Storm Troops; Ex- 
Chancellor Kurt von Schleicher 
and his wife, Erich Klausener, 
chief of the Catholic Action Party, 
and Karl Ernst, commander of the 
Berlin Storm Troops. Hitler said 
77 persons were killed and that 
the action averted civil war. 

A dockworkers’ strike in San 
Francisco developed into a general 
strike, paralysing business there 
for several days. It was one of 
many strikes in the United States, 
some of which, notably those in 
Minneapolis and Toledo, were 
marked by fatal violence. In the 
fall a textile strike, involving 
some 676,000 workers, lasted 
about three weeks. 

The attention of the world was 
attracted to Central Europe 
again July 25 when a group of 
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Nazis, disguised as members of 
the Heimwehr, auxiliary police, 
seized the Austrian Chancellery 
and slew little Engelbert Dolifuss, 
the Chancellor. Days of turbu- 
lence followed, but the Nazi 
putsch failed to overthrow the 
government of Austria. 

President von Hindenburg of 
Germany died August 2, and Hit- 
ler took over the Presidency. 

Dr. William Beebe and Otis 
Barton, scientists, made a record 
descent of 3028 feet in the ocean 
off Hamilton, Bermuda, in a two- 
ton iron ball called the bathy- 
sphere. Withdrawal of Marines 
from Haiti was completed. 


of the House of Representa. 

tives died. Robbers looted an 
armored money truck of $427,000 
in Brooklyn. Upton Sinclair with 
his EPIC platform won the Demo- 
eratic nomination for Governor of 
California——but was defeated in 
the November election. The lux- 
urious Ward liner Morro Castle, 
returning from a southern cruise, 
burned off the New Jersey coast 
with a loss of 124 lives. An of- 
ficial investigation resulted in the 
indictment of some of its officers 
for negligence. 

In the latter part of September 
there came one of the most inter- 
esting news developments of the 
year—the arrest of Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann in connection with the 
kidnaping and death of the infant 
son of Colonel and Mrs. Charles 
A. Lindbergh in 1932. Haupt- 
mann, a German, who came to 
this country as a stowaway 11 
years ago, was a carpenter, living 
in the Bronx, New York, with his 
wife and baby. His arrest resulted 
from the tracing of Lindbergh 
ransom money to him. More than 
$14,000 of the ransom money was 
found in his garage. Indicted for 
murder in New Jersey, where the 
kidnaping occurred, he _ pleaded 
not guilty, and the trial was set 
for January 2, 1935. 

The American yacht Rainbow 
defeated the English Endeavour 
for the America’s Cup. General 
Hugh Johnson resigned as Admin- 
iatrator of the NRA. Civil war 
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broke out ih Spain and about 3500 
lives were lost before the revolt 
was suppressed. King Alexander 
of Yugoslavia and Louis Barthou, 
French Foreign Minister, were as- 
sassinated at Marseilles by Petrus 
Kaleman, a Croatian, who was 
killed by police. The murdered 
King's son succeeded him as Peter 
II. Yugoslavia accused Hungary 
of complicity in the assassination 
and strained relations between the 
two countries resulted. The St. 
Louis Cardinals put on a Garrison 
finish to win the National League 
@ennant, then defeated the De- 
troit Tigers, four games to three, 
to win the World Series, all the 
St. Louis victories being pitched 
by the Dean boys, Dizzy and Paul. 
C. W. A. Seott and Tom C. Black, 
Englishmen, won the $50,000 
London -to- Melbourne air race, 
setting a new record of 71 hours 
for the flight. The Democrats 
were generally victorious in the 
election of November 6, gaining 
10 seats in the Senate. Dr. H. C. 
Urey of Columbia University won 
the Nobel prize for chemistry, and 
Dr. George Minot and Dr. W. P. 
Murphy of Harvard and 0Dr. 
George H. Whipple of Rochester 
University shared the award for 
medicine. The Duke of Kent, 
youngest son of King George of 
England, was married to Princess 
Marina of Greece with great cere- 
mony in London. Convicted of ter- 
rorism against the Soviet Govern- 


ment, more than 100 persons were | 


executed in Russia following the 


assassination of Sergei Kiroff, sec- | 


retary of the Central Executive 
Committee. At least 30 persons, 
including six members of the 
Michigan Legislature, lost their 
lives in a hotel fire at Lansing, 
Michigan. As the year drew toa 
close, Paraguay and Bolivia were 
still battling each other in the 
desolate reaches of the Chaco. The 
tide of war seemed to have turned 
to the advantage of Paraguay, 
which announced, one day in No- 
vember, the capture of seven Boli- 
vian forts. Shortly after that 
President Daniel Salamanca of 
Bolivia was ousted, and his office 
was taken over by Vice-President 
Jose Sorzano.

posed a consolidation of the rail- 
roads of the country into seven re- 
gional systems. This would mean 
an annual saving, Barriger main- 
tained, of approximately $748,- 
000,000, largely through the elim- 
ination of duplication, of ‘‘compet- 
itive waste.’’ And yet, it was main. 
tained, it would meet the test of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion that competition must be pre- 
served. 

Immediately the plan came up 
against the ‘‘state-of-things-as- 
they-are,’”’ the complex of self- 
interest that has grown up around 
the railroads. Labor objected 
strenuously because the proposed 
co-ordination would’ eliminate 
about one-third of the operating 
force of approximately a million 
men then employed, although the 
plan proposed a pension system 
and an absorption of many men in 
the modernization and rehabilita- 
tion of many thousands of miles 
of lines and an increase in traffic 
resulting from lower costs. Rail- 
road presidents who would have 
been eliminated under the plan 
also raised a howl. 

The Prince plan with other rail- 
road plans was analyzed by Secre- 
tary Roper’s Transportation Com- 
mittee in a series of hearings at 
which Barriger, in defending his 
proposals, demonstrated his re- 
markable knowledge of railroad 
operation. 


HE Prince plan was referred 
at the conclusion of these 
hearings to a special commit- 
tee of railroad officials named by 
Railway Co-ordinator Joseph B. 
Eastman. This committee reported 
against the Prince plan, holding 
that it would eliminate only about 
$200,000,000 a year in ‘‘competi- 
tive waste’’ and would not, from 
various other points of view, be 
justified. There were many who 
expressed the opinion at the time 
that this was scarcely an objective 
analysis, since the members of the 
committee were employes of the 
railroads that would have been 
vitally affected by the consolida- 
tion. The Prince plan is counter 
to Eastman’s views, as he is op- 
posed to large scale corporations 
even for railroad operation. 

Meanwhile Barriger had been in 
Washington for many weeks and 
was about to return to his job in 
New York when Berle prevailed 
upon him to go with the RFC in 
the job he now holds. 

Barriger believes that a drastic 
functional revision of the railroad 
structure is as inevitable as the 
movement of the stars in their 
courses. Current railroad reve- 
nues with ‘‘present wastefully 
duplicative service,’ will not sus- 
tain the capital structure very 
much longer, in_ Barriger’s 
opinion. This is why he finds it 
impossible to accept optimistic 
predictions of business recovery at 
the present time. 

“T believe that the sickness of 
the railroads cannot be poulticed 
away,’ he says. “A major opera- 
tion is necessary. Either Govern- 
ment ownership, large scale con- 
solidation or drastic financial re- 
organization must occur. The 
present situation cannot continue. 
One of these developments is in- 
evitable.’”’
